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Industry’s Part in the Census 


Educational work among distributors and 
consumers has been so generally taken up by 
manufacturers as a part of their development 
and promotion programs that it is reasonable 
to assume that they have a clear appreciation 
of its real value. Therefore, it should be ex- 
pected that manufacturers would readily give 
attention to educational efforts addressed to 
them when the purpose of these efforts is the 
same as that which they essay, that is, to give 
information which is directly and importantly 
serviceable to those to whom it is imparted. 


It is on the basis of such an assumption that 
the committee on manufactures which is ad- 
vising the Department of Commerce in connec- 
tion with preparations for the next census of 
manufactures has set out to educate the man- 
ufacturers of the country with respect to the 
importance, to them, of assisting in the collec- 
tion of statistical data. It is not, however, 
always an easy task to get any individual or 
group of individuals to do that which is ob- 
viously beneficial. Doubt arises easily as to 
whether it is necessary to do that which it is 
sought to have done, and with equal facility 
the conclusion is reached that it will be done 
by somebody—so why bother about it? With 
respect to assisting in the taking of a satisfac- 
tory census of manufactures, antipathy, if not 
active antagonism, often times results from a 
belief that the data furnished become avail- 
able to competitors. None of these excuses is 
a reason for not assisting the Bureau of Census 
to serve industry satisfactorily. 

The eagerness with which business men seize 
upon statistical data relating to their line of 
activity—with the belief, perhaps, that every 
other member of the indusry has contributed 
freely and frankly to their co!lation—is con- 
vincing evidence that such information is con- 
sidered of real value. What a travesty on the 
much vaunted common sense of business is the 
sort of acumen displayed in the assumption 
that a manufacturer who has not made an ac- 
curate report needs only introduce the correct 
records of his business into the published cen- 
sus data to get a complete picture of his indus- 
try! How misguided is he who withholds his 
census report until the last minute with the 
idea that a prompt reply facilitates leaks for 
the benefit of his competitors! An inaccurate 
census is worse than no census; a delayed cen- 
sus is of not much greater value. It is almost 
inconceivable that a committee of their fel- 
lows must be called in to get manufacturers to 
help themselves become better informed in 
matters essential to sound business planning 
and practice. 

It is difficult to perceive what gives rise to 
the somewhat prevalent belief that the census 
office “‘leaks.”” Those who voice suspicions in 
that direction are not known to have admitted 
that such “leaks” have benefited them at times. 
It is always “the other fellow” who is “get- 
ting the breaks.” Census reports to the gov- 
ernment are absolutely confidential under the 
law. Information “leaks,” when there is good 
reason to suspect their existence, will usually 
be found to have “happened” much closer to 
home. 

Industry needs a real census of manufac- 
tures. The only way in which this service can 
lv assured is through wholehearted co-opera-

Wholesalers Improve Their Lot 


The position of the wholesaler in the chang- 
ing scheme of distribution seems to be improv- 
ing. Such a conclusion comes quite readily 
when judgment in the matter is taken in the 
light of the convention of the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association, held September 30 
to October 3. A year or so ago, the wholesale 
druggist might have been believed to be well 
on the way to extinction. The atmosphere of 
the conventions of his national association was 
heavy with gloom. It was quite apparent at 
this year’s meeting that this had been largely 
dissipated. There was a reason. 

Reports and discussions at the recent 
N. W. D. A. convention showed why condi- 
tions in the wholesale drug trade had improved. 
Better than that: they showed what the whole- 
salers had done to bring about this improve- 
ment; for it was of their own making. This 
evidence of the possibility of improving the 
condition of the most dejected division of the 
agencies of distribution is well deserving of 
study by all who are interested in the modern 
aspects of sales problems—and that includes 
manufacturers and distributors in every branch 
of industry. This evidence may be read in full 
in the special convention number of the Oil, 
Paint and Drug Reporter which was published 
October 9. 





Fertilizer Clinic Is Planned 

The National Fertilizer Association has 
adopted the “family affair” idea in planning 
the program for its annual Southern con- 
vention to be held next month. Much of 
the two-day session will be devoted to a 
“clinic on the industry’s most pressing 
problems.” In thus endeavoring to give 
every member an opportunity to participate 
actively in the affairs of the meeting, the 
association has asked the members to sug- 
gest topics for discussion. It asks that the 
subjects suggested be those of general in- 
terest, whose solution will be broadly bene- 
ficial and conducive to confidence and to 
profitable operations. The response to this 
invitation should be generous. 

‘The fertilizer industry is beset with prob- 
lems, and most of them are pressing. Ma- 
terial progress has been made toward a 
clear understanding of these problems as 
a result of the industry’s trade practice con- 
ference of some months ago. The under- 
standing thus gained is, quite naturally, of 
a general character. In order that it may 
contribute most helpfully toward the solu- 
tion of the problems of the industry, it 
needs to be supplemented by testimony of 
individual experiences. This testimony is 
something that the members of the asso- 
ciation alone can furnish. They have been 
invited to come forward and testify. They 
will most benefit themselves by responding 
freely and frankly. 

It is not alone with problems of internal 
relations that the fertilizer industry is com- 
pelled to wrestle. For some reason, the idea 
persists in certain quarters—it seems to be 
kept alive by most vigorous methods of 
artificial respiration and the like—that the 





fertilizer industry is not performing an 
adequate service for agriculture, and that it 
is exacting too high a charge for the service 
which it does perform. ‘The distance be- 
tween such allegations and the truth is so 
great as to be impassable for any but the 
most widely wandering minds. But, the 
industry is faced with the serious necessity 
of meeting every detracting charge with 
which the advocates of a government fer- 
tilizer plant at Muscle Shoals seek to bolster 
up their impracticable project. And these are 
but one of the groups that seem to be hell- 
bent on “bustin’ the fertilizer trust.” 

The ignorance displayed by the critics of 
the fertilizer industry would be appalling 
were its purpose less patent. Perhaps there 
is a blissfulness in the lack of information, 
which may have been responsible for the 
assertion made last week by a United States 
Senator, who declared that American cap- 
ital and initiative apparently are not inter- 
ested in nitrate production in this country. 
Was there not some news in the public 
prints a few months since about the open- 
ing of a fair-sized nitrate plant within a few 
hours’ ride of the national capital? That 
senator’s constituents should be given some 
more recent information than he appears to 
have. The furnishing of this information 
right in the senator’s home town is some- 
thing to which the nearest member of the 
National Fertilizer Association should at- 
tend promptly. The association has the 
facts. The members can make good use of 
them. Good use can be made of the “family 
affair” convention next month to tell them 
how to go about doing so. 





Consider the Dealer 


Sales promotion is the key to the solution of 
the problems of distribution. Sales promotion 
has a number of purposes; but these can be 
reduced to two general categories: (1) Those 
of getting consumer preference for a product 
or line; and (2) those of retaining this prefer- 
ence. These are simple-sounding purposes; 
but being, as they are, the all-in-all of success- 
ful distribution, they involve so many factors 
that their pursuit in practice is virtually an 
obstacle race. That is why ingenuity of meth- 
ods is frequently more resultful, temporarily, 
at least, than value of product. 

If this were not the case, it would be sur- 
prising to find those interested in problems of 
distribution discussing such questions as “How 
can national advertisers bring home to con- 
sumers the value of nationally advertised goods 
and in that manner establish a means of over- 
coming substitution and similar objectionable 
practices by purveyors of private brand 
goods ?” 

This question heads the list of topics to be 
discussed at the meeting of the drug products 
group of the Association of National Adver- 
tisers, to be held in Swampscott, Mass., Oc- 
tober 15. It is a question that is laden with 
subtle implications, In all its ramifications it 
is as applicable to other lines of merchandising 
as it is to the selling of drug products; for the 
“objectionable practices” at which it is aimed 
are general. It is probable that the same ques- 
tion will be discussed by other groups of the 
association: only the drug products group pro- 
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gram is at hand now.

The 
progress of distribution is controlled by a sys- 
tem of locks, the functioning of whose units 
must be well co-ordinated. And that which is 
to be carried through must be made so buoyant 
that it will float.

Paint Output in U. S. 
Shows Steady Increase 


$520,000,000 Valuation in 1927 
More Than Tripled That 
In 1914 


The production of paint products, 
which includes paints, pigments, var- 
nishes, lacquers, and related commodi- 
ties, has developed steadily in the 
United States, according to a report 
made by E. C. Wood, of the chemical 
division of the United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce. From a total val- 
uation of $147,000,000 in 1914, the out- 
put has more than tripled, reaching 


$520,000,000 in 1927. Although higher 
prices may have contributed to the 
rise in value, it is evident from the 


quantities manufactured that the de- 


mand has been greater. 
The increase in consumption may 
be attributed to several factors 





namely, activity in building construc- 
tion, co-operative advertising cam- 
paigns, stressing the importance of 
painting and the growth of industries, 
as well as the extensive employment 
of certain new products, such as nitro- 
cellulose lacquers. Notable gains 
especially were recorded in the manu- 
facture of ready mixed paints, cold- 
water paints, varnishes, lacquers, and 
various pigments. 


Many Changes 


Many changes have occurred in the 
production of this group within the 
past ten years. New products have 
been prepared, new processes devel- 
oped, and new raw materials, such as 
solvents, pigments, and artificial gums 
have been perfected, with the result 
that some natural products have been 
replaced. Perhaps the most out- 
standing of these accomplishments, 
however, are nitrocellulose lacquers, 
a truly American deveopment, which 
have created a world-wide demand. 

Another innovation introduced dur- 
ing the period is spraying apparatus, 
which has reduced the time required 
for application of paints. 


An accompanying graph illustrates 


the expansion in the manufacture of 
paint products, and it will be ob- 
served that, with the exception of 


1921, during which production fell off, 
there was a gradual annual increase. 
According to statistics collected by 
the Census Bureau in 1927 there were 
1,006 establishments reporting produc- 
tion of paint products—an increase of 
eighty-three plants over the _ total 
*number of establishments operating in 
1925. It will be seen from an exami- 
nation of the map that the industries 
are centered principally in the Mid- 
dle Atlantic and East North Central 
States. While these regions contribute 
about 88 percent of the total output, 
noteworthy advances were experi- 
enced in the Southern and West Coast 
States. An indication that the indus- 
tries are extending south and west- 
ward is the fact that eleven more 
plants were placed in operation in 
the Southern States and eighteen ad- 
ditional ones on the coast since the 
previous census. The West Coast 
States furnished approximately 5 per- 
cent of the total value, whereas the 
share of the Southern States was 
nearly 4% percent. 
Europe Largest Buyer 
With the largest 
paint products on record, manufac- 
turers sought new outlets for their 
merchandise and more attention was 
concentrated upon foreign markets. 
Efforts in this direction were success- 
ful, as statistics disclose that the to- 
tal volume of sales reached a value 
of $20,908,455 in 1927 and rose further 
to $26,358,000 during 1928. Europe 
continued to be the largest purchaser, 
the United Kingdom, France, and 
yermany taking the bulk of the Eu- 
ropean exports. North America fol- 
lowed with Canada, Cuba, and Mex- 
ico the principal participants. 
The Far East was next in 
consuming over $4,000,000 worth, or 
more than $1,000,000 worth in excess 
of 1927. Japan, Australia, and the 
Philippine Islands were the large 
markets. 
Exports to 
Colombia composed 
value credited to South America, 
which ranked fifth. Africa stood last, 
with the Union of South Africa taking 
almost the entire exportation to that 
‘ontinent.

Klimate-Pruf Co. Ordered 


To Stop Misrepresentation 


The Federal Trade Commission has 
ordered the Klimate-Pruf Manufactur- 
ing Company, this city, to discontinue 
conducting business under its present 
trade name or any other trade or cor- 





porate name containing the word 
“Manufacturing” or from using the 


phrases “manufactured exclusively by 
the Klimate-Pruf Manufacturing Com- 
pany,” “Factory and Warehouse, 
Kingsland, N. J.,” or any phrase, slo- 
gan or pictorial representation of simi- 
lar import. 

The company is also ordered to cease 
using any statement or representation 
whatsoever that it is the manufacturer 
of such products as waterproofing 
compounds, roof coatings, and paints; 
of from use of any statement or pic- 
torial representation implying that it is 
selling and distributing these commodi- 
ties direct from the manufacturer or 
factory to customer purchasers with- 
out intervention of middlemen. 

The commission found that use of 
the word “manufactured” in the com- 
pany’s trade name and of the pictorial 
illustration of what purported to be a 
manufacturing plant operated by the 
respondent, when he neither owned, 
operated, nor controlled a factory, had 
a tendency and capacity to deceive 
the purchasing public.

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Tariff Bill Changes 
Disposed of in Senate 


Amendments Include Philippine 
Duty Allocated to Use 
Of the Islands 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9, 1929. 


The senate this week concluded con- 
sideration of all amendments offered 
by its finance committee to the ad- 
ministrative sections of the pending 
tariff bill, and only amendments pro- 
posed from the floor remained before 
taking up the proposed changes in 
rates. 

The house bill provision requesting 
the President to have a study made of 
the various possible ways of basing ad 
valorem rates and to report on the 
feasibility of using some domestic, in- 
stead of foreign, value as the base was 
adopted, as was also a proposal made 
by the finance committee to have the 
Tariff Commission report to Congress 
on a schedule of ad valorem rates 
based on domestic value, which would 
give the same revenue as the present 
rates which are based on foreign value. 
The senate restored the language of 
the present law defining the United 
States value, which is to be used when 
foreign or export values cannot be as- 
certained. The house bill would have 
given the appraisers discretion in cer- 
tain cases in determining the sales 
prices of comparable articles. 

A proposal to make final the deci- 
sions of appraisers and the Secretary 
of the Treasury in appraisement cases 
was defeated, and the right of appeal 
to the customs courts was restored. 
Another house provision defeated 
would have permitted American manu- 
facturers, dealers, or labor interests 
to intervene on behalf of the govern- 
ment in cases in the customs courts. 


The finance committee was upheld 
in rejecting the proposal of the house 
bill to eliminate the bi-partisan na- 
ture of the Tariff Commission and to 
increase the number of commissioners 
from six to seven. An amendment to 
the flexible provisions was adopted de- 
claring it to be the intent of Con- 
gress that the Tariff Commission shall 
act judicially and without regard to 
partisanship or party policy. Still an- 
other amendment adopted broadens the 
language directing the Tariff Commis- 
sion to make investigations of the cost 
of production of articles for tariff pur- 
poses, and directs the commission to 
consider such factors as efficiency and 
profits of domestic manufacturers and 
the effect of duty changes on other 
commodities and on foreign trade. 


Among the amendments proposed 
from the floor of the senate is one 
levying full duties on all products of 
the Philippine Islands, the funds to 
go to the Philippine treasury, and one 
establishing a consumers’ counsel in 
the Tariff Commission to represent the 
public in all of its proceedings. 


U. M. M. of A. Discusses 
Drug Control Problems 


Mergers of retail and wholesale drug 
businesses formed a topic to which 
much attention was given by the 
United Medicine (‘Manufacturers of 
America in its annual meeting in 
Niagara Falls, Ont., September 24 to 
26. The noticeable and the possible 
effects of this- tendency in the trade 
were discussed in the presidential ad- 
dress of H. E. Woodward, of the In- 
ternational Druggists and Chemists 
Laboratories, Binghamton, N. Y. 


Mr. Woodward also referred par- 
ticularly to the attitude of the drug 
control officials at Washington and 
predicted that, unless manufacturers 
co-operated for protection, the handi- 
caps placed on the industry by official 
rulings would increase, A similar 
view was expressed by the associa- 
tion’s counsel, Clinton Robb, Washing- 
ton. Mr. Robb made several helpful 
suggestions for remedying existing 
conditions. 

The association elected the follow-

Texas Corporation Offers 


$100,000,000 Debentures 


An issue of debentures totaling 
$100,000,000 was offered by the Texas 
Corporation, October 9, representing 
the largest single piece of bond financ- 
ing since December, 1926. The issue 
was sold by a banking group at 98%. 
Proceeds from the sale will be em- 
ployed for the acquisition of other oil 
properties and for the expansion of 
the corporation’s present operations. 

The securities, convertible sinking 
fund 5 percent debentures due Octo- 
ber 1, 1944, are offered at 98% and in- 
terest, to yield more than 5% percent. 
They are being offered by a large 
banking group, headed by the Conti- 
nental Illinois Company, the Chase 
Securities Corporation, the Guarantee 








Company, the Bankers Company of 
New York, and the National City Com- 
pany. The new debentures will be 
convertible, at the option of the holder, 
into common stock. 

The Texas Corporation’s marketing 
organization in this country includes 
more than 40,000 distributing outlets, 
covering every State. It owns or con- 
trols 6,431,151 acres of oil lands, 6,505 
miles of pipelines, seventeen refineries, 
6,863 tankears, thirty vessels, seven- 
teen ocean terminals, and steel tank 
storage exceeding 87,000,000 barrels. 

Consolidated net earnings of the 
corporation and subsidiaries in the 
first eight months of 1929, after de- 
preciation, depletion, and all charges 
and expenses, but before Federal in- 
come taxes, were $38,954,596. 


Continental Can and 
Owens-Illinois Uniting 


Continental Containers, Inc., a 
Holding Company, Will Be 
Formed from Merger 


The boards of directors of the Con- 
tinental Can Company and the Owens- 
Illinois Glass Company have approved 
a plan of reorganization of the two 
companies resulting in the formation 
of Continental Containers, Inc., a hold- 
ing company in the container field. 
Combined assets will be more than 
$100,000,000, and the holding corpora- 
tion will have a share capitalization of 
5,000,000 no-par shares, which would 
be exchanged on a_ share-for-share 
basis with the common stocks of the 
merging companies. 

The proposed plan will become effec- 
tive if the holders of two-thirds of the 
common stock in each approve the ex- 
change. It is contemplated that under 
the consolidation the board of direc- 
tors of the new company will include 
directors of the two companies, which 
will continue to be operated independ- 
ently under their respective manage- 
ments. The advantages to be obtained 
are expressed in a statement issued 
concerning the merger. It says, in 
part:— 

“The unified control of these two 
strong companies will insure a more 
widely diversified output than either 
of the companies now enjoy, combin- 
ing as it does prominent manufacturers 
of cans and glass containers and at 
the same time affording to the trade 
an improved service.” 

The Continental Can Company, 
which was incorporated in 1913, has 
assets for the year ended December 21 
of $63,160,907. The Owens-Illinois 
Glass Company and subsidiaries have 
made no report of assets since the con- 
solidation of the Owens Bottle Com- 
pany and the Illinois Glass Company, 
resulting in the formation of the pres- 
ent company in April, 1929. The Owens 
Bottle Company and subsidiaries and 
the Illinois Glass Company and sub- 
sidiaries, however, reported December 
31, 1928, total assets of $47,498,475. 








Chicago Paint Technicians

Complete Federation Paper 
CHICAGO, Oct. 8, 1929. 

Pointing out and describing the dan- 
gers which attend the industrial uses 
of solvents in the paint industry and 
others, P. W. Gumaer, of the Barrett 
Company, detailed the toxic effects of 
many of these solvent materials to 
the members of the Chicago Paint 
Superitnendents’ Club in its meeting 
last evening. 

There cannot be too careful consid- 
eration of and dealing with the haz- 
ards connected with such products, the 
speaker pointed out, making numerous 
suggestions for avoiding dangers and 
taking precautions so that employees 
can be reasonably safeguarded. He 
discussed results of Bureau of Mines 
surveys and experiments in the field 
and those by private concerns and or- 
ganizations. Unfortunate results of 
failure to take proper safeguards were 
pointed out. 

The Chicago club’s paper on a model 
varnish plant, to be presented at the 
national federation convention, was 
read in final form and approved. The 
paper deals with a recommended plant 
of a capacity of 12,500 gallons a month, 
four story, fires on third fioor, six-fire, 
coal-burning. It was stated that an 
effort has been made to recommend 
specifications for a plant which should 
above all be practical. 

R. C. Shuey, of the Bakelite Corpo- 
ration, Chicago, was elected to mem- 
bership in the Chicago club. 

R. Ayres was appointed the club's 
official delegate to the federation con- 
vention. In addition, several officers 
of the club plan to attend. 

The Chicago club voted to approve 
certain proposed changes in the by- 
laws and constitution of the national 
organization, calling for creation of 
standing advisory committees and 
other readjustments of an internal na- 
ture in the national body. Some dis- 
cussion followed a proposal to increase 
dues, but no action was taken on that 
subject. 
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Wholesale Druggists 
Mutualization Planned 


R. R. Ellis and F. T. Roosa 
Work on Plan to Introduce 
Feature Widely 


Introduction of mutual wholesale 
service for retail druggists into the 
operations of wholesale houses popu- 
larly styled “old-line” and “service” 
wholesalers is the purpose of a plan 
on which R. R. Ellis, recently chair- 
man of the board of Van Vleet-Ellis 
Corporation, wholesale druggist, Mem- 
phis, and F. 'T. Roosa, head of the 
Mutual Drug Company, which ope- 
rates a number of wholesaling houses, 
are now at work. Mr. Ellis has laid 
out this ground-work for an adapta- 
tion of the so-called “Roosa Plan” to 
the “regular” wholesale drug business, 
as a greater or less division of the 
operations of any house. 

Details of this plan are still under 
discussion. Some of his ideas were 
presented by Mr. Ellis at a conference 
of wholesalers in Cleveland following 
the recent meeting of the Federal 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association. 
They were discussed by him with a 
number of wholesale druggists in at- 
tendance at the French Lick meeting 
of the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association. They are at present 
under discussion by Mr. Ellis and Mr. 
toesa. 

Fundamentally the plan is designed 
to tie up mutual wholesale service 
with old-line operations to the extent 
to which it may be possible for a 
wholesaler to interest his retail cus- 
tomers in the mutual idea. It is 
claimed for the plan that it will re- 
duce the wholesaler’s stock inventory 
and also until the assets represented 
by receivables. The first-mentioned 
result would be sought through the 
establishment of four distributing 
warehouses at strategic points. The 
reductions of receivables is an out- 
standing feature of the mutual plan 
as now operated. 

In addition, the Ellis plan would 
adapt the mutual manufacturing idea 
to the service of the wholesalers and 
retailers accepting it, as the nucleus 
of this development consideration is 
being given to an established organi- 
zation now operating along that line. 
What may be developed in this direc- 
tion can, as yet, only be conjectured. 

In the way of service for the re- 
tailer, it is proposed to develop various 
merchandising helps which have in- 
terested wholesale druggists to an ex- 
tent in recent years. Local and na- 
tional advertising campaigns are also 
a part of the plan. Of course, the big 
appeal to the retailer would be based, 
as is the case with existing organiza- 
tions which are wholly mutual, on the 
saving which the plan affords in con- 
nection with his purchases. 

In its general nature, the Ellis plan 
does not differ from that on which 
mutual wholesaling of drug-store mer- 
chandise has been carried on for 
years. The details necessary for its 
designed application are still in the 
formative stage, as is also the matter 
of such additional features as may be 
included. Mr. Ellis expects to be in 
position to make a full announcement 
of the plan in the course of the next 
two weeks.

Refiners Reduce V. M. and P. Naphtha Quotations 
Following Declines in Raw Material 
—Pigments Remain Firm 


Reduced quotations named by refin- 
ers of varnish makers’ naphtha fur- 
nished the only change in the struc- 
ture of prices for paint and varnish 
raw materials last week. Coming as a 
result of the descending curve of gaso- 
line prices recently, the move effected 
but little surprise in the trade as an 
impression of weakness was apparent 
since the drop in gasoline and the fail- 
ure of naphtha to move correspond- 
ingly. A brisk outward movement of 
supplies continued last week, and lead- 
ing sellers were well satisfied with in- 
dications for heavy consumption over 
the final quarter of the year. 

Otherwise there were no salient de- 
velopments in last week’s market. The 
convention, opening in Washington to- 
day, was the center of most interest, 
and steady withdrawals against con- 
tracts constituted the major portion of 
the week’s transactions. Price stabili- 
ty of pigments and dry colors con-

tinued to overshadow other features 
and other than slight letup in demand 
for lead oxides, purchasing was con- 
ducted along active lines. 

Casein passed another quiet week, 
and little in the way of new develop- 
ments was expected before the appear- 
ance of the Argentine flush period. 
The consuming trade was thought to 
be well covered for their requirements 
through December. Varnish gums 
were a shade slower and still confined 
within hand-to-mouth trading limits. 

New construction contracted for 
from September 28 through October 4, 
in the Metropolitan area of New York, 
amounting to $15,942,300, was well over 
$2,000,000 ahead of the amount con- 
tracted for in the preceding week, ac- 
cording to F. W. Dodge Corporation. 

Analysis of the week’s building and 
engineering record showed that resi- 
dential construction led all other 
classes of work, being $8,816,700, or 55 
percent of all construction. Commer- 
cial buildings ranked second with a 
total of $4,557,000, or 29 percent; pub- 
lic works and utilities amounted to 
$1,001,700, or 6 percent, and industrial 
buildings reached a total of $555,500, 
or 3 percent, 

The cumulative total of all construc- 
tion since the first of this year amount- 
ed to $909,269,300, making a daily aver- 
age of $3,902,200, as compared with a 
daily average of $5,188,137 for new 
construction work started during the 
first ten months of 1928, 

During the period September 28 
through October 4, there was $22,985,- 
700 worth of new construction work 
reported in contemplation in the 
Metropolitan district. 

The total volume of contracts 
awarded in the thirty-seven States 
east of the Rocky Mountains during 
September amounted to $445,402,300. 
There was a loss of 9 percent from 
the preceding month’s,total and a loss 
of 24 percent from the total for Sep- 
tember of last year. 

Analysis of the September contract 
total showed the following important 
classes of work: $118,380,900, or 27 
percent of all construction, for resi- 
dential buildings; $117,229,300, or 26 
percent, for public works and utilities; 
$76,920,600, or 17 percent, for commer- 
cial buildings; $52,640,400, or 12 per- 
cent, for industrial plants; and §$29,- 
825,900, of 7 percent, for educational 
projects. 

Contracts awarded during the first 
nine months of this year in the thirtv- 
seven States amounted to $4,602,267,- 
600, as compared with $5,126,944,100, 
for contracts awarded during the cor- 
responding period of 1928, the decrease 
being 10 percent. 

New work reported as contemplated 


during the past month amounted to 
$463,185,700, which was a loss of 30 
percent from the amount reported in 


August of this year and a drop of 11 
percent from the amount reported in 
September of a year 2g9.

Metallic Lead and Zinc 


Price stability was of paramount in- 
terest in pig lead last week. The Lon- 
don market opened unchanged from the 
previous week’s close and continued 
without change through the greater 
part of the week. Demand in the do- 
mestic market was considered fair and 
reports of price concessions were heard. 
Stocks of lead in United States and 
Mexico on September 1 totaled 175,641 
tons, compared with 173,549 tons Au- 
gust 1, according to the American Bu- 
reau of Metal Statistics. The stock on 
hand was the highest monthly total 
in several years. 

Slab zinc was somewhat easy last 
week. The market figure of 6.80c. per 
pound at East St. Louis was shaded 
to 6.774%c. per pound early in the week, 
but was returned on later sales. Ac- 
cording to the American Zinc Institute, 
average selling price for September 
prime Western zinc was 6.798c. per 
pound East St. Louis with 6,255 tons 
sold. A total of 6,181 pounds were sold 
for subsequent delivery at an average 
price of 6.80c. per pound.

Pigments 


While lead corroders were unable 
to point to an improvement over the 
fair volume of trading during the pre- 
ceding week, sellers of other products 
comprising the pigment group enter- 
tained a broader inquiry last week. 
No price changes occurred and firm- 
nesS Was evident in all directions. 
Both importers and domestic sellers 
of barytes shared a slight increase in 
demand for barytes; lithopone con- 
tinued brisk; and zine oxide continued 
as a favorite in the consuming field. 
Metal markets were generally steady 
over the week. 

White Lead—The character of last 
week’s demand was unchanged from 
the previous week and could only be 
termed as fair by the sellers. Sales 
for the month to date have not shown 
a material difference from the cor- 
responding period a year ago; October 
is usually a slow month and a return 
to normal buying conditions was an- 
ticipated. Prices remained at 8%c. 
per pound for dry basic carbonate in 
casks and 9c. per pound for basic 
sulphate. lLead-in-oil was also un- 
changed. 

Red Lead.—The steady position of 
the metal market reflected a firm posi- 
tion to prices and the week’s buying 
failed to show any improvement. Con- 
tracts were protected through Novem- 
ber and the next fortnight was not ex- 
pected to reveal much in the matter 
of buying. lLead-in-oil continued at 
154c. per pound. 

Litharge.—Continued buying of a 
spasmodic nature remained as_ the 
only feature of the market and shar- 
ing similar conditions with other lead 
derivatives, purchasing could only be 
termed as fair. Prices were easily 
held in reflection of the steady posi- 
tion of raw material. 

Lithopone. — Withdrawals against 
contracts continued to feature the 
outward movement of supplies and 
gross movements in this direction were 
of good size last week. Prices were 
held without difficulty, based at 5\4c. 
per pound in car lots. 

Orange Mineral.—Current trading 
was only of fair proportions and 
prevalent conditions affecting other 
lead oxides were characteristic of this 
product. Prices were held in a firm 
position. 

Titanium.—Quotations were without 
change last week at 8c. per pound 
in car lots, with freight allowed, and 
sales were fully up to normal porpor- 
tions. The month to date has been 
fair and favorably comparable with 
previous years. 

Zinc Oxide.—Continued to occupy a 
singular position from the angle of 
demand. There was but little visable 
effect from the continued inactivity 
of the rubber trade and increased de- 
mands from other outlets neutralized 
conditions. Prices were in sympathy 
with the steady position of the metal 
market and remained unchanged. 


Dry Colors 


Regular consumers continued to 
absorb substantial lots and a slight 
increase in inquiry, which was noted 
in some quarters, continued to cast a 
strong reflection to the price structure 
of the market. No changes occurred 
last week while carbon black continued 
steady and without effect from the 
absence of demand in some consuming 
directions. Other favorites remained 
in good demand including toner reds, 
chrome greens, iron’ blues, ochers, 
siennas and earth browns. 

Blacks.—Quotations for standard 
carbon remained at 12c. per pound. 
Loss of demand in some directions was 
balanced by a steady call from the 
paint trade and there were no reports 
of price shading as an agency for rapid 
liquidation of standing supplies. Drop 
remained quite steady over the week 
and shared that position with lamp- 
black. Ivory and others in the group 
showed no change over the week. 

Blues.—Thhe previous character to 
buying activity was retained through 
the second week of the month and 
sellers were well satisfied with existing 
conditions. Prices for iron colors re- 
mained at 36c. to 37c. per pound with 
very little evidence of shading during 
the past fortnight. Withdrawals 
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against contracts were of the regular 
size and normal frequency. 

Browns.—The general line of earth 
colors continued to move in good fash- 
ion, although somewhat below that of 
the previous weék. Prices were main- 
tained’ with ease and sellers ‘believed 
the decline in aetivity to be due to the 
heavy volume of contract withdrawals 
a week ago. 

Greens.—Trading in chrome colors 
exceeded that of remaining greens last 
week, although verdigris, limeproof, 
paris and commercial were featured 
with steady withdrawals against con- 
tracts. Prices for chrome materials 
were steady in reflection of a similar 
condition in lead oxides; sellers of 
paris were able to obtain full asking 
prices, while the structure of others re- 
mained firm. 

Reds.—Toner and toluidin ecvlors led 
the chemical reds in demand and In- 
dian was the favorite among the earth 
group. Prices for the entire line were 
well hel@2é with the former at 75c. to 
80c. per pound. English vermilion was 
unchanged and steady in sympathy 
with the mercury market. 

Yellows.—The entire line of colors 
comprising this grou); were without 
change last week. Again last week the 
greater portiom of trading was con- 
fined to withdrawals against contracts 
which were of regular size and placed 
at full prices. 


Colors in Oil 


Replacement demands from distribu- 
tors in the metropolitan area continued 
of fair size last week, considering the 
time of the season. Prices have not 
yet felt the recent upward rise in lin- 
seed oil values and as far as could be 
ascertained, no changes were effected. 


Varnish Gums 


Interest was centered in the firm po- 
sition of prices covering elemi and 
Manila copals. Although there were 
no changes since the advances a week 
ago, the market held a nervous ten- 
dency and in the opinion of the trade, 
developments likely to occur when the 
extent of the damage caused by recent 
storms in the Philippines was known. 
The general line of spirit solubles was 
without much interest over the week. 
New developments in the new supply 
of sandarac attract2d some attention, 
but from a point of demand, all gums 
were surpassed by the active purchas- 
ing of kauris. 

Copals.—The Manila variety was the 
center of interest during the week. 
Prices were in a strong position on the 
news of damaged crops and consequent 
short supply. No change in price 0oc- 
curred since the advance in bright am- 
ber stocks a week ago. East India 
grades continued in their previous po- 
sition, while Congo and Pontianaks 
were without much attention. 

Dammar.—Prices remained in an 
easy position at 21%c. to 22c. per pound 
for the Batavia grade and one sale 
was reported at 21c. per pound. Sing- 
apore gums did not share the general 
uneasiness as in the Batavia market 
and spot holders were inclined toward 
higher prices. Sales, however, were 
registered at 25%c. per pound for 
prime grade last week. 

Elemi.—Continued in a strong posi- 
tion and quotations of 134c¢. to 14c. per 
pound represented the ruling market 
last week with the major portion of 
spot holders quoting close to the out- 
side range of the market. No develop- 
ments have been received by importers 
as regards the extent of damage done 
to the new crop, but the situation ap- 
peared to be tight and in the opinion 
of some sellers, higher prices would 
not be unlikely. A 

Kauri.—Demand continued at its 
regular pace last week and from this 
angle, the market presented a con- 
trasting appearance to the spirit sol- 
uble group. Full asking prices were 
obtained without difficulty. 

Sandarac.—The spot market occu- 
pied a quiet position with quotations 
named at 68c. to 70c. per pound, Ad- 
vices from abroad were reported to 
contain news of a short supply for 
the new crop. Europe was reported to 
have entered the primary market for 
large supplies. 


Other Paint Materials 


A decline in the price of varnish 
makers’ naphtha was the only change 
in the market for miscellaneous paint 
materials last week. A downward move 
of %c. per gallon in the tank car price 
came as the result of the recent de- 
clines in the gasoline market. Casein 
was quiet and price remained in a 
stationary position, The consuming 
trade was well supplied and no im- 
provement in buying was expected un- 
til after the turn of the year. Mineral 
whites were spotty over the week, but 
aggregate sales were impressive. 

Casein.—Passed a quiet week and 
prices were without change. Withdraw- 
als against contracts were of good size, 
but new business was lacking as the 
consuming trade was well covered for 
their requirements until the appear- 
ance of flush production in the Ar- 
gentine. Quotations for standard

Prices remained in a steady position 
and were free from shading, according 
to the statement of one of the leading 
sellers. There was a slight increase 
in demand for solid lead linoleate at 
26e. to 26%ec. per pound. 


Glues 


Local sellers were unable to point to 
any material change in conditions last 
week. Demand continued of good char- 
acter and gave a good measure of sup- 
port to sellers’ views for stronger 
values. Cattle kill was still being re- 
duced, according to the latest reports 


received. 
Metal Leaf 


Prices passed the week unchanged, 
and a fair demand from the regular 
consuming trade furnished the chief 
feature of the week. Popular sizes were 
in good daily demand from the local 
trade, and with supplies of sufficient 
volume to cope with current demand 
leading sellers did not anticipate any 
change from the existing aspect of the 
market. 


Lacquer Materials 


Although competition between pro- 
ducers continued rather keen, there 
was no evidence of any change from 
the existing price levels for a majority 
of the products coming under this head- 
ing. The recent change from a per 
gallon to a per pound basis in a large 
number of lacquer solvents has been 
favorably received by consumers, and 
trading on the new basis was going 
along smoothly. With so many of the 
automobile producers getting out new 
models for 1930, it was natural that 
larger quantities of lacquer materials 
would be required. Consequently there 
Was a rather decided pick up in the 
demand for lacquer to be used at a 
later date. The retention by producers 
of the same schedules for buty! alcohol 
for October as had been effective 
throughout the summer months in the 
face of higher costs of corn was one 
of the interesting features of the mar- 
ket. Producers declared that demand 
for the latter was holding up quite 
well. Toluene and acetic acid were 
two raw materials which continued to 
prompt a wide interest on the part of 
the lacquer materials manufacturers. 
Both products were being firmly main- 
tained by first hands. In connection 
with acetic acid it was pointed out 
that production of the raw material, 
calcium acetate, was destined to in- 
crease during the next sixty days, 
when maximum plant operations 
should be seen. Producers of glycol 
preparations reported a steady demand 
for their products. 


Window Glass 


Buying was somewhat better last 
week but still spasmodic, and keen 
disappointment concerning the poor 
nature of business for the season to 









date was voiced by manufacturers and 
distributors. Production continued 
within a controlled range and was es- 
timated in authoritative quarters to 
be at approximately the same level as 
the previous week. The continued ab- 
sence of demand over a period which 
had been eagerly anticipated resulted 
in liberal concessions, from the dis- 
counts allowed, in some quarters.

‘Crude Petroleum Output in August 


Increase of 961,000 Barrels in Total Production Creates Another 
New Record 


According to reports received by the United States Bureau of Mines, the pro- 
duction of crude petroleum in the United States during August, 1929, amounted 
to 92,288,000 barrels, a daily average of 2,977,000 barrels, and a new record. This 
represents an increase in daily average production over the previous month of 
31,000 barrels. 

Daily average production in Texas in August rose to 896,000 barrels from 
873,000 barrels the previous month. This was an increase of 23,000 barrels, 
making Texas largely responsible for the increase in national output. Produc- 
tion in West Texas fell off slightly in August, but this was more than compen- 
sated by the flush production obtained from the Gray county, Panhandle, field. 
Certain Texas Gulf coast domes, particularly Barber’s Hill, showed renewed 
activity in August, and the output of that district rose to the highest point since 
February, 1927. Production in California increased in August as the result of 
successful drilling at Santa Fe Springs; but Oklahoma and Kansas, the two 
other States with flush production, both showed slight declines in output. 

Stocks of crude petroleum held by refiners east of California declined over 
1,000,000 barrels in August, but other classes of stocks increased materially, so 
that the net total increase east of California amounted to nearly 3,350,000 bar- 
rels. This compares with an increase of approximately 4,250,000 barrels during 
the previous month. Production of crude in California continued to exceed the 
demand by a wide margin and stocks of light and heavy crudes in that State 
increased nearly 6,000,000 barrels. 


Data on Important Fields 


The production of crude petroleum in the Seminole district and in West 
Texas, the two most prolific areas in the country, both showed small declines in 
August. Seminole declined from a daily average of 424,000 to 420,000 barrels; 
West Texas fell from 409,000 barrels in daily average production to below the 
400,000 mark, namely, 394,000 barrels. Long Beach showed practically no change, 
but production in the Santa Fe Springs field continued to rise and amounted to 
a daily average of 282,000 barrels in August, an increase over July of 20,000 bar- 
rels. The Oklahoma City pool, reported for the first time in this compilation, 
produced an average of 40,000 barrels in August. This represents a material 
inerease over July. 

Stocks of crude petroleum held in the Seminole district declined from 
18,766,000 barrels on August 1 to 18,320,000 barrels on August 31. This was the 
largest decrease that has occurred in these stocks for some time. 

The number of drilling wells in the four fields of Seminole, West Texas, Long 
Beach and Santa Fe Springs continued to increase and amounted to 813 on 
August 31, as compared with 772 the previous month. The Long Beach field 
was the only one of the four to show a decline in this respect. Completions in 
West Texas in August were nearly double the July figure, but the number of 
dry holes was larger and the average initial production of the successful wells 
was much smaller. Details follow:—

Cottonseed 
Oil, Cake, Meal 


Refined Oil Futures Again Move Downward—Lard 
And Cotton Easier—Weather More Favorable 
—Southern Markets Quiet 


Local and Southern markets for 
cottonseed products were quiet last 
week. Here the trend of refined oil 
futures was again downward in com- 
pany with lard and cotton. Crude oil 
was also easier in parts of the South, 
though offerings continued light. 
Weather conditions were more favor- 
able for the work of gathering, gin- 
ning and marketing the crop and 
some were looking for an increase in 
the movement of seed to the mills. 
Two government reports were issued, 
one on the crop and the other on the 
ginning, both being considered bear- 
ish. 

The New York Produce Exchange 
was closed on Saturday, a legal holi- 
day. Transactions in refined oil fu- 
tures for four business days of the 
week were 33,500 barrels. Closing 
prices on Thursday were 10 to 13 
points lower as compared with the 
previous Saturday. 

The trend of cotton futures in the 
local market was downward with 
trading more active. On Thursday 
December closed at 18.63c., January 
18.74c. and March 19.02c., showing a 
moderate decline as compared with 
the previous Friday. 

Price changes made Friday up to 
noon and other last-minute market 
developments are reported on page 2. 


Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


The prevailing tone in the South 
Was firm, with a tendency noted in 
some sections to quote higher prices 
for seed, especially of prime grade. 
According to reports from the South- 
east recent heavy rains lowered the 
grade of cotton and seed in fields 
which remained unpicked. Although 
Weather conditions last week were 
favorable for the work of gathering, 
ginning and marketing, offerings of 
seed were still generally light and 
there was apparently no change in the 
attitude of producers of cake and 
meal so far as early deliveries were 
concerned. Predictions continued to 
be heard that there would be an in- 
crease in offerings of off-color meal 
in the near future, but there was no 
pressure of offerings last week. Mills 
in some cases are reported to have 
sold considerable of their output 
ahead. 

Quotations on seed in the South- 
west ranged from $34 per ton up- 
ward, in the Southeast from $33 to 
$36 per ton and in the Valley from 
$33 to $35 per ton. In the Southeast 
7 percent meal was quoted at $35 to 
$36 per ton. In the Valley 8 percent 
meal was $42 to $43 per ton. 


Cottonseed Oil 


Trading in refined cottonseed oil fu- 
tures in the local market continued 
quiet last week. There was nothing in 
the developments of the week to stimu- 
late outside interest in the speculation 
and commission houses had compara- 
tively few orders. Local operators 
showed little inclination to increase 
their commitments extensively on 
either side of the account. On the con- 
trary there was a disposition in some 
instances to curtail operations on the 
eve of the Columbus Day holiday. 

The trend of prices was downward in 
the main although there was more or 
less irregularity and changes in quo- 
tations from day to day were generally 
narrow. There was more disposition 
for the time being to sell, however, 
than there was to buy despite a change 
for the better in developments in the 
general financial and business situa- 
tion. 

Cotton and lard dsplayed weakness 
at times although the tone of the mar- 
ket for the latter commodity was ap- 
parently better than it was recently. 
The monthly government crop report, 
published on Tuesday, was considered 
bearish. It put the condition of the 
crop as of October 1 at 55 percent and 
the indicated yield at 14,915,000 bales. 
This was about 200,000 to 300,000 bales 
more than some had expected and com- 
pared with 14,825,000 bales a month 
earlier and a production last season of 
14,478,000 bales. The report from the 
Census Bureau on the ginning was also 
bearish. It stated the quantity ginned 
for the season to October 1 at 5,905,650 
bales against 4,961,360 bales in the 
same time last season. 

The weekly weather and crop report 
was better than had been expected by 
many. It stated that except for some 
interruption by rain in Arkansas, gen- 
erally favorable weather for picking 
and ginning was experienced west of 
the Mississippi River and this work 
made good progress. In Oklahoma bolls 
opened fast though there is very little 


top crop and complaints were numer- 
ous of short and low grade staples. In 
Western Texas warm weather was 
favorable for maturng late bolls. 

In Tennessee, Alabama and Missis- 
sippi there was some delay to harvest 
by rain but fair progress was reported 
in general though there were many 
complaints of injury to. staple. In 
Georgia and the Carolinas the week 
was decidedly unfavorable because of 
excessive rainfall. Heavy damage was 
reported from overflowing of bottom 
lands in those states and some low- 
lands are still in flood. The latter part 
of the week was more favorable in this 
area with picking resumed in many 
places. 

Tallow offerings were somewhat freer 
and sales were reported at a further 
decline. Many oils and fats were quiet. 
Lard compound was _ shaded. With 
weather conditions in the South better 
for picking, ginning and marketing, an 
increase in the movement of seed was 
expected. Southern markets for crude 
oil were generally quiet though prices 
showed little change in the absence of 
any pressure of offerings. 

Closing quotations on Thursday were 
10 to 138 points lower as compared with 
the final prices of the previous Satur- 
day. :

Heavy oils continued to attract an 
increasing share of interest among the 
refinery products group. Sharp ad- 
vances in fuel oil prices were effected 
at Oklahoma and Kansas refineries 
while Pennsylvania refiners followed 
with fractional advances in the reign- 
ing schedule in their territory. Pur- 
chasing activity in Group 3 was ac- 
celerated daily and rapidly ap- 
proached normal winter demands. 
Natural gasolines followed the recent 
trend of the general market at the 
Midcontinent, while in the East lead- 
ing refiners had no difficulty in main- 
taining the current schedule for motor 
material. Kerosene was easy in all 
quarters with no price changes re- 
ported for the week, distillates were 
also easy but slightly stronger than 
the previous week based on the heavy 
demands for export. Waxes continucd 
their upward march and petrolatums 
and mineral oils passed the week with- 
out change in either price or position. 


Crude Petroleum 


The change in the schedule for 
Western Kentucky crude in Stoll pipe 
lines represented a decline of 10c. per 


lowed by a 40 percent proration dur- 
ing November and 40 percent during 
December. East Earlsboro output 
will be placed at 50 percent of poten- 
tial capacity until November 1, to be 
followed by a cut to 40 percent during 
November and a return to 50 percent 
in December. All other pools in the 
Seminole district will be prorated 20 
percent from October 12 to November 
1, 20 percent during November, and 
25 percent during December. Other 
flush fields in the State will be similar- 
ly prorated, according to the plan. 

Meanwhile, reports emanated from 
California bearing news of weakness 
in the current price structure and that 
the possibilities of a cut in prices had 
already been discussed by the large 
operators there. The smaller produ- 
cers have been disregarding the 
regulations of the Lyon gas conserva- 
tion law. 

Important completions during the 
week included a well at Port Neches 
in the Texan Gulf Coast area for an 
initial output of 1,680 barrels of 21 
gravity crude at 3,173 feet. This is 
the second well completed on this 
dome and two others are being sunk. 


Producticn 


The progress of the curtailment pro- 
gram in Oklahoma was again mainly 
responsible for a substantial drop in 
production of crude to 2,887,050 barrels 
daily for the week ended October 5. A 
decrease of 26,150 barrels at Earlsboro 
and the passing of another week with 
the Oklahoma City pool under restric- 
tion were the outstanding features, Ac- 
cording to the estimates of the Ameri- 
can Petroleum Institute, the week re- 
vealed a decrease of 13,350 barrels from 
the preceding week and daily average 
output east of California amounted to 
2,000,750 compared with 2,022,700 bar- 
rels during the previous week. Details

Refinery Products 


Widening demands for heavy oils 
were of prime interest among the re- 
finery products group last week. Of 
these, fuel and furnace oils shared the 
larger measure of interest as evidenced 
by the upward movement of prices. 
The former advanced sharply at Okla- 
homa and North Texas refineries and 
was followed by an advance at Penn- 
sylvania. Leading sellers of bunker C 
in the East maintained their previous 
quotations but stronger tendencies de- 
veloped and possible advances of 5e. 
per barrel furnished conversational 
material in the trade. 

Light oils were steady. Natural 
gasolines moved downward at the Mid- 
continent but previous prices for motor 
grades were held without difficulty 
both in the West and in the local mar- 
ket. Tankwagon changes were re- 
corded throughout New Jersey and in 
several cties covered by leading East- 
ern marketers. Kerosene continued 
easy in price and somewhat brisker in 
demand while lubricating oils were 
moving in round lots for export. An- 
other upward turn in scale wax sup- 
ported previous views of local] sellers 
in the fact that a definite upward 
march was being effected. 


Refinery Operations 


Runs of domeste and foreign crude 
to stills during the week ended: October 
5 remained at 94.4 percent of the re- 
finery capacity of the United States 
amounting to 19,082,000 barrels, accord- 
ing to the data gathered by the Ameri- 
can Petroleum Institute.

Market Conditions 


Gasoline.—U. S. motor prices in the 
East were held without difficulty at 
8%c. per gallon in the New York terri- 
tory and 9c. per gallon at other dis- 
tributing points. The Midcontinent 
schedule was also steady at 7%c. to 
7™4%c. in Louisiana-Arkansas sector, 
6%c. to 7c. per gallon at North Texas, 
6%c. to 7c. per gallon at Oklahoma and 
Ye. at Pennsylvania, The latter was 
subject to severe cutting. Naturals 
fell off both at Oklahoma and North 
Texas with high grades commanding 
6Yec. to 6%c. per gallon and the usual 
differential for other grades. Consump- 
tion in the East appeared to be holding 
well; sellers were unable to point to 
any decrease in demand over the past 
fortnight. Competition forced another 
adjustment in tankwagon and service 
station prices throughout New Jersey. 
This time the market was cut a full 


cent and. included other distributing 
centers which were subject to price- 
cutting competition. 

Kerosene.—Continued easy and sub- 
ject to shading in the East although 
demands through retail outlets showed 
a visible increase last week. The ex- 
port market was extremely dull both 
here and at the Gulf and former prices 
were repeated. The Midcontinent was 
the scene of the only price revision and 
quotations for all grades of water 
white were off 4c. per gallon at North 
Texas and Oklahoma. Tankwagon 
markets were unchanged, 

Fuel Oils.—Another sharp advance 
in fuel oi] at the Midcontinent featured 
this division of the market. Low grav- 
ity oils were advanced 7%c. per barrel 
and sweet oils were raised 5c. per bar- 
rel, placing the top price at $1.00 to 
$1.10 per barrel for 28-30 oil at Okla- 
homa. The Eastern market was un- 
changed with the exception of 4c. per 
gallon advance in Pennsylvania. Lead- 
ing refiners continued to offer bunker 
C at $1.05 and increasing strength was 
noted. In fact, there were reports of 
an advance of 5c. per barrel under con- 
sideration. Sales continued of heavy 
character.

Inquiry for other grades was lively and 
there was little evidence of concessions 
being granted for development of this 
condition into actual business. : 

Medicinal Oils.—Leading domestic 
sellers reported a fair volume of sales 
and a repetition of previously preva- 
lent conditions.

Tulsa Petroleum Market 


TULSA, Oct. 8, 1929. 

With few exceptions Midcontinent re- 
finery prices moved in a narrow range 
during the week, with all grades of gaso- 
lines holding. steady. Activity in better 
grade distillates, low cold test gas oils and 
fuel oils continued, with new high prices 
being quoted for the latter material. 

Buying orders for the U. S. Motor ma- 
terial decreased somewhat, compared 
with the previous week, but prices held 
steady with the majority of refiners re- 
porting fairly well booked up for the first 
half of the month. The high-test grades 
were in fair demand by northern job- 
bers for immediate and prompt shipments 
at around the previous week’s range. 
There was no buying by exporters of any 
consequence. 

The kerosene situation was unchanged 
from the previous week, with prices held 
fairly steady. Export inquiries continued 
to appear, but offered prices were some- 
what lower than refineries were willing 
to accept. 

Distillates were unchanged. Gas oils 
were in about the same position as dis- 
tillates, with all grades selling at peak 
prices for the season. 

Fuels were in heavy demand, especi- 
ally the high gravity and low test ma- 
terials, of which there is only a limited 
supply available on the spot market 
There was no change in the lubricating 
oils for the week. Bright stocks con- 
tinue active with prices unchanged. -ar- 
affines were inactive with prices un- 
changed.

Chicago Petroleum Market 


CHICAGO, Oct. 10, 1929. 

Softness in gasoline and further ad- 
vancing prices for some grades of fur- 
nace and fuel oils featured the petro- 
leum market here the past week. The 
general belief at’ this time among Chi- 
cago oil men is that the tank wagon 
market which has been following the 
crude market rather than the spot re- 
finery price may hold through Octeber. 

Distributors are making concessions to 
dealers which in the extreme cases 
amount to 5 cents below service station 
price, and it has been reported a few are 
offering even a _ trifle more. However, 
they can well afford to do this, since they 
are able to buy this gasoline from re- 
fineries in the open market to still leave 
them a good profit. 

Kerosene continued on its dull and hesi- 
tant way, with prices a shade lower for 
the week and the Fall kerosene season 
thus far distinctly disappointing. 

Prices on distillate, gas oils and fuels 
are showing no inclination to come down 
after their September bulge and in only 
a few cases are selling, offering certain 
grades of these oils with anything like a 
free hand. Distillate brings 4 cents or 
more in the open market (38-40, good 
flash) and gas oils, both domestic heat- 
ing material and ‘industrial, are scarce 
and at a premium. 

The strongest spot in the burning vil 
list is the 28-30, zero fuel oil. This prod- 
uct is almost unobtainable at any price 
and those who must have it are finding 

circumstances distinctly unpleasant. 

prices are the highest in a lone 
time, and still refiners are unwilling to 
sell. Refiners are storing certain grades 
cf these oils, partly speculatively and 
partly to apply against contract ship- 
ments later. Right at present these oils 
look entirely firm, although on some of 
them a few buyers overstocked were ex- 
pecting cool weather to bring. a ° mid- 
winter type of demand.

Salt and Niter Cakes Sharply Higher—Reactionary 


Tone in Phosphorus and Tin—Total Shipments 
Close to World War Totals 


The same healthy condition of af- 
fairs which have been ruling in the 
market for industrial chemicals for 


months past continued to feature the 
market last week. With the exception 
of acute scarcity which had developed 
in salt cake and sent the spot prices 
$2 higher, previous prices were being 
maintained in a majority of products. 
Freer supplies of the various grades 
of phosphorus have become available 
and prices have accordingly been re- 
vised downwards. Soda _bisulphate 
was quite scarce and firmly held in 
all trade quarters. Consumers were 
taking hold of the bichromates at the 
new contract schedules which had re- 


cently been announced and the im- 
mediate outlook favored continued 
activity in these products. 

That 1929 will break all years since 
the World War in point of general 
activity in the industrial chemical 
lines was the current opinion enter- 
tained by prominent chemical _in- 
terests. One of the big houses ex- 
perienced the largest sales in its 
history during August while others 


reported that the total volume of ship- 
ments for the first six months of this 
year was better than any previous nine 
months since 1914. There was rather 


keen competition last week in chromic 





There was no agricultural demand to 
speak of from domestic sources with 
the exception of some small buying for 
the account of Florida. Some orders 
had been placed for South American 
account and some fair sized shipments 
were expected to be made at a later 
date. Fair foreign shipments were ex- 
pected would be made during the 
months of December and January. The 
same two months are usually featured 
by a recurrence of demand from the 
insecticide manufacturers. The arrival 
of upwards of 63,000 pounds of the sul- 
phate from German sources focused in- 
terest on the price situation which was 
unchanged. The copper metal market 
had reverted to a routine with fair 
sales on the previous basis of 18c. per 
pound delivered to domestic consumers 
and 18.30c. c.i.f. foreign ports when 
destined for export.

The posted 
prices were being pretty well adhered 
to in all quarters of the trade. 

Glauber’s Salt.—Shipments to the 
textile and dye trades were continuing 
along fairly liberal lines. The recent 
change in weather conditions had en- 
abled producers to turn out larger 
quantities of the crystals and they 
were in a better position to meet com- 
petition.

weeks. Domestic producers were 
quoting 8%c. to 9c. per pound, while 
foreign goods were beginning to show 
an upward tendency in consequence. 

Potash Prussiate——There was no 
change from the previous steady con- 
dition of affairs in this product. The 
dry color trades continued fairly ac- 
tive and were taking moderate stocks. 

Salt Cake.—An acute scarcity had 
been developing in this product. Al- 
though contract goods might have 
been quoted in some directions at as 
low as $18 per ton, the outlook was 
that producers would not accept con- 
tracts for 1930 under a basis of $20. 
The spot market was heading for a 
basis of $25 per ton. Foreign pro- 
ducers who command a very sub- 
stantial portion of the domestic field 
had not yet made any definite an- 
nouncement with respect to what 
prices they were willing to entertain 
business at. 

Soda Ash.—An increasing interest 
was shown in forward shipments of 
this chemical, October shipments to 
date were about on a parity with 
those of September, although perhaps 
not as big as the August shipments. 

Soda Bisulphite.—This product was 
extremely scarce and could not be 
secured under 3%c. to 4c. per pound. 


Soda Caustic.—Shipments to various 
consuming industries were continuing 
quite full.

It its bulletin, the institute states 
that millions of acres of idle land in 
the South must be made productive if 
private ownership is to be maintained, 
and characterizes the naval stores in- 





dustry as the “economic key” to the 
successful reforestation of Southern 


yellow pine. Urging cessation of the 
practice of tapping too small trees, the 
bulletin says, in part:— 

The proper operation for the produc- 
tion of naval stores (spirits of turpentine 
and rosin) affords an opportunity to have 
an income sufficient to meet taxes, inter- 
est and protection charges during the 
growing period. 

To serve this purpose, however, the 
naval stores industry must conduct its 
operations in a proper manner. It must 
stop working the unprofitable tree, par- 
ticularly the small tree. Allow the trees 
to attain proper size, as we are assured 
of a perpetual supply of turpentine and 
rosin, much greater in volume than dur- 
ing the peak of production. 

It is generally accepted that it retards 
growth and is uneconomical to tap trees 
under 9 inches in diameter, breast high. 
Data are being presented to the industry 
to show that smaller yields are obtained 
from the smaller trees, yields so small as 
to make it impossible to operate at profit 
on any market other than one so high as 
to curtail volume consumption.

CALGARY, Oct. 7, 1929. 

Pursuant to a resolution passed at 
the last session of the Alberta legis- 
lature, the provincial government has

The findings of the committee will 
be embodied in a report to be pre- 
sented at the next session of the legis- 
lature, 


Gasoline Pump Survey 
Completed in N. Y. State 


Gasoline pumps tested and sealed by 
a State or county sealer showed a per- 
centage of correctness of 82.8 percent, 
according to a survey of pumps in New 
York State recently completed by 
Charles J. Reynolds, director of the 
bureau of weights and measures, and 
reported to the State department of 
agriculture and markets. Pumps which 
had not been sealed by a city or coun- 
tv sealer showed a percentage of cor- 
rectness of 70.9 percent. 

Purchasers of gasoline have been 
advised to note whether a seal has 
been placed on pumps. Inspec- 
tions by bureau representatives have 
shown that incorrect measurement was 
primarily due to improper installation 
of pumps. 

The survey was conducted during 
the last summer season and showed 
that of the 839 pumps inspected by the 
city or county sealer 695 were found 
to be correct and 144 incorrect, a per- 
centage of 82.4 correct and 17.2 incor- 
rect. Of the 288 pumps inspected which 
had not been sealed by city or county 
sealers, 204 were correct and 84 in- 
correct, showing 70.9 percent correct, 
and 29.1 incorrect.

Nitrogenous Material Outlook Strong 


—General Market Listless 


Crude fertilizer materials passed the 
week in desultory fashion. Price 
changes were few but decisive in na- 
ture, and continued buying indifference, 
coupled with the maintenance of the 
market at its nominal plane, furnished 
the week’s feature. In most selling di- 
rections gross sales continued to hold 
a comfortable margin over the corre- 
sponding period a year ago, and most 
factors believed that purchasing would 
reach natural proportions next month. 

The apparent drive for higher prices 
among the producers of fish scrap 
along the Atlantic Coast assumed ma- 
terial dimensions last week. Following 
the refusal to accept bids at the market 
a week ago, last week’s early sales 
were registered at a five-point advance 
and as the week progressed additional 
advances were effected. The close 
found a fifteen-point gain for the 
week and, according to the trade, pros- 
pects for additional strength to come. 
Sellers were recommending its pur- 
chase even at the new level. 

Nitrogenous material attracted some 
interest, but the mixing trade was 
generally unwilling to cover until later 
in the season. Prices held over for the 
week and supplies were none too lib- 
eral. Producers of phosphate rock en-

Blood.—While buying decreased in 
volume over the week, prices lost none 
of the previous week’s firmness. Ad- 
ditional sales of domestic were made 
at $4.35 per unit in the local market 
and at the close this figure represented 
the lowest available quotation. Some 
sellers asked $4.40 per unit. The Chi- 
cago market was extremely quiet but 
new supplies were not greatly aug- 
mented at previous prices of $4.85 to

tertained a lively call against con- 
tracts, but their efforts for new busi- 
ness fell short of accomplishment. The 
consuming trade centered its interest 
in production, as evidenced by the 
consistent easiness in the price of 
superphosphate, and showed but little 
interest in purchasing. 

The monthly advance in prices of 
Chilean nitrate of soda had the ex- 
pected effect toward stimulating buy- 
ing. Sulphate of ammonia was re- 
ported steady in the domestic market, 
but without interest in the foreign 
trade. Competing sellers in Japan were 
reported to have reduced prices in an 
effort to liquidate some 100,000 tons, 
and the domestic sellers were not 
thought to have received much of the 
available demand, in view of the differ- 
ence in prices. The organic group was 
steady in price both here and in Chi- 
cago. There was some weakness in 
tankage, but not of sufficient degree to 
break the existing structure of prices.

Ammoniates 


Nitrate of Soda—Sellers’ efforts to 
stimulate buying for early delivery met 
with a slightly more favorable reac- 
tion last week although purchasing 
was generally quiet. According to the 
latest calculations, sellers of Chilean 
material reported that sales for the 
season to date were increased over the 
corresponding period a year ago and 
quotations for this variety remained 
at $2.10 per 100 pounds for prompt 
shipment and $2.11 to $2.12% per 100 
pounds for November, dependent upon 
the brand desired. Domestic synthetic 
was held at $2.10% per 100 pounds and 
sellers of this variety reported a satis- 
factory volume of buying. 

Sulphate of Ammonia. — No change 
from the quiet nature of business was 
effected last week. Leading sellers 
maintained their previous quotations 
of $2.10 to $2.20 per 100 pounds on 
contracts and withdrawals were con- 
sidered steady. Importers did not en- 
counter much business and the export 
market was singularly quiet with most 
of the inquiry emanating from the 
Orient. Quotations for this source of 
outlet remained at $2.15 per 100 pounds 
notwithstanding a further reduction 
of prices by Japanese importers of 
British and German supplies. Accord- 
ing to the Department of Commerce, 
the reason for the reduction was the 
presence of 100,000 tons on spot, which 
importers were anxious to liquidate. 








purchase of scrap even at $3.80. The 
price of ground stocks was also ad- 
vanced and latest quotations were 
made at the basis of $58 per ton, f.o.b. 
Baltimore. There was little or no in- 
terest displayed in the acidulated mar- 
ket and quotations remained at $3.50 
and 50c. per unit. 

Hoof Meal.—The reduction effected 
by domestic sellers a week ago was 
the latest price change in this divi- 
sion of the market. The new prices 
failed to produce any increase in buy- 
ing interest and easiness prevailed at 
$3 to $3.85 per unit-ton, f.o.b. Chicago. 
Despite the sharp drop in the domestic 
market, foreign sellers maintained 
their previous views but did not in- 
duce business with their prices at $3.65 
per unit-ton, to arrive. 

Nitrogenous Material.—By compari- 
son with the remainder of the am- 
moniate group, this material occupied 
a singular position. Lack of demand 
continued as the outstanding feature, 
but prices possessed strong tendencies. 
While there was no move in surface 
quotations, firm traits were evident 
with foreign supplies reported difficult 
to obtain. Quotations of $3.50 per 
unit-ton remained as the market figure 
for both prompt and forward position. 

Tankage.—Stock feeders were not 
very active last week. The unground 
market in New York held to its pre- 
vious firmness but Chicago was easy 
and could be shaded in some directions. 
Fertilizer interests in Chicago Were 
quiet and prices were also easy at 
$3.50 and 10c. per ton. South American 
sellers continued to offer supplies at 
$4.65 and 10c. per unit-ton but did 
not receive much of the available de- 
mand at this figure. With the feed- 
ing trade thought to be in liberal sup- 
ply, there was not much activity ex- 
pected ‘by the local sellers; based on 
supply conditions, however, prices 
would remain steady. 


Potashes 


A steady influx of orders, favorably 
comparable with the steady volume 
received throughout last month, was 
last week’s feature to the market for 
imported salts. Spot supplies were 
of sufficient size to cover urgent needs 
and there were no shortages reported 
at ports. Discounts granted by the 
local agents of the German and French 
producing syndicates were 3 percent 
on orders placed with specifications 
prior to November 1 and 2 percent on 
orders placed prior to December 1.

Phosphates

Big Gain in Export Demand for Motor Benzene 
—Lacquer Makers Buy Toluene, Phenol Freer 
—Intermediates Firmly Held. 


Of feature interest in the market for 
basic hydrocarbons during the course 
of last week’s trading was the sub- 
stantial broadening of the foreign de- 
mand for motor benzol. Shipments to 
foreign points were along much more 
liberal lines. The dometic outlets for 
benzene as well as toluene were also 
much more extensive and with pro- 
duction beginning to taper off due to 
a recent contraction in the volume of 
tonnage in the iron and steel lines, it 
was regarded as likely that the present 
strong condition of affairs in the mar- 
ket would persist. The ruling price 
levels for all of the more important 
basic products had ruled attractive 
for many months past and signs were 
not wanting last week that the pro- 
ducers were quite willing to renew 
1929 contracts at the ruling basis for 
delivery during 1930. 

Phenol which had been in decidedly 
limited supply for months past gave 
signs of easing a little last week. At 
least, prices were no longer advancing 


were indications that the year’s total 
ingot tonnage would exceed the totals 
for 1928 by at least 8,000,000 tons. 

Creosote Oil.—A rather weak situa- 
tion was reported from the United 
Kingdom, where the ex-works price 
has been lowered to 3d. per gallon in 
bulk quantities. This situation may 
have been produced through the fact 
that domestic producers were better 
placed to take care of the requirements 
of home users. A good call continued 
in evidence for the wood preserving 
grades. 

Cresylic Acid.—A good demand con- 
tinued to feature the market for the 
pale grades from manufacturers of 
pharmaceuticals and disinfectants. Re- 
cent arrivals from the United King- 
dom and Holland have embraced up- 
wards of 300,000 pounds. The British 
market for the pale 97 to 99 percent 
was reported to be holding quite steady 
at 2s. 2d. to 2s. 3d. per gallon f.o.b. 
drums, extra with the dark grades 
available at the usual discount.

Basic Products 


Benzene (Benzol).—An outstanding 
feature of this hydrocarbon last week 
was the pronounced pick up in sales 
of motor benzol for foreign account. 
There was a rather unexpected in- 
crease in the foreign call, which was 
reflected in the larger shipments to 
foreign destinations. So far as indus- 
trial benzene for domestic consump- 
tion was concerned the producers re- 
ported that shipments of the pure as 
well as the 90 per cent grades were 
continuing quite full and that they 
were moving their daily output at sub- 
stantially unchanged prices. Reports 
from the producing sources indicated 
that operations of the largest producer 
had expanded some 4 percent as com- 
pared with a week ago, while rather 
pronounced expansion in operations 
also took place in some of the Western 
steel producing centres. Structural 
steel buying and orders from railway 3 
did much to swell the operating ca- 
pacity of the steel companies. It was 
noteworthy, however, that operations 
of the automotive industry were on a 
somewhat lower plane in consequence 
of shut-downs incident to the getting 
out of new models. Any considera- 
tion of benzol output in relation to the 
curtailed rate of iron and steel produc- 
tion must be qualified by the fact that 
coke production has not declined in 
proportion to that in steel. Production 
of benzol has in fact been admittedly 
large, but consumption has also in- 
creased and there are now no un- 
wieldy stocks to depress the markets. 
The output of steel ingots during the 
month of September reached a total of 
4,510,879 tons, a decline of 416,000 tons 
over August, although a considerable 
increase over the output of 4,147,898 
tons for September a year ago was 
shown. At the end of September the 
producers were operating at the rate 
of 94.64 percent of capacity as com- 
pared with 84.08 of capacity froin 
January 1 to September 30, 1928. There 





Naphthalene.—An active consump- 
tion was continuing in this product 
which was being quite firmly main- 
tained. The product was being taken 
by the manufacturers of intermediates 
and there was also a demand for it 
from the chemical, dye and pharma- 
ceutical trades. 


Phenol.—Although the shortage had 
not been overcome as yet, the demand 
was not as urgent as it had been. 
The bakelite manufacturers were still 
taking the bulk of the output, but the 
producers appeared to be making 
somewhat freer deliveries and it ap- 
peared to be only a question of time 
when they would be more comfortably 
placed with reference to catching up 
with all back orders. British makers 
were quoting the product at 7d. to 744d. 
per pound, according to quantity, with 
supplies very scarce. Dealers’ prices 
were unchanged at 914d. per pound 
f.o.b. or carriage paid, in drums. Crude 
carbolic 60’s 2s. 2d. per gallon, naked 
at works. 

Tar Acid Oil.—Steady conditions 
were the rule in this product last week. 
Both the 15 and 25 percent were being 
taken in fair volume. 

Toluene (Toluol).—Producers were 
renewing contracts for 1930 deliveries 
at the prevailing price range. There 
was evidence of activity during the 
remaining months of this year, as 
automotive interests were beginning to 
get out new models necessitating the 
use of much larger quantities of 
lacquer. 

Xylene (Xylol).—The output had re- 
cently declined as the result of the 
suspension of one producer. How- 
ever, this had no influence on the price. 
Shipments were running fair. 


Chicago Coaltar Bases 
CHICAGO, Oct. 11, 1929. 
Demand for coaltar bases in this mar- 
ket remained moderately good. Prices 
held unchanged. The motor fuel demand 
for benzene, while apparently not so ur- 
gent as it was some time ago, was still 
ef fairly good proportions. Other prod- 


ucts moved readily. Ruling prices per 
gallon were :—Benzene, 90 percent, 23c.;

Cleve’s.—The undertone in this acid 
was reported as quite firm last week.

Valonia Beards Advance, While Myrobalans and 
Divi-Divi Decline—Bichromate Shipments Up 
To Normal—Starches Steady 


Although there were many irregular- 
ities in the business situation, most 
closely posted authorities in this group 
of products were optimistic on the out- 
look for the last quarter of the year. 
Shipments in bichromates were well up 
to normal totals for this season, and 
with producers accepting contracts for 
1930 delivery at the relatively attrac- 
tive prices which ruled this year, it 
was believed that manufacturers would 
not lose much time in covering their 
known requirements. 

Not a few of the tanners had pro- 
vided against most of their nearby 
needs in natural products during the 
closing days of September. Hence 
they were only showing a nominal in- 
terest in additional offerings last week. 
There had been a fairly good move- 
ment in mangrove bark as well as in 
valonia beards, but much of the busi- 
ness had been done at sacrifice prices. 
Last week there was a recovery of $1 
per ton in valonia beards, but myro- 
balans declined 50c. to $1 per ton, 
while divi-divi was off $1 per ton, 

Activity in textiles was more pro- 
nounced in the cotton and rayon divi- 
sions than in other textile quarters, 
and this was responsible for some in- 


the near futuré was one of the reports 
heard last week. 

Archil.—The concentrated and the 
double were being moved into con- 
sumption at a fair rate. Manufactur- 
ing consumers were taking hold in a 
rather satisfactory manner. 

Brazilwood.—There was a normal 
volume of receipts last week. The 
solid and liquid extract of hypernic 
were in fair demand on the basis of 
quotations. 

Cochineal.—The market held to the 
same steady course which has featured 
it since early in the year. There was 
no suggestion of any impending 
change. 

Fustic.—The textile trade continued 
to call for fair quantities of this pro- 
duct. There had been quite an im- 
provement in cotton divisions of the 
textile industry following a mid-sum- 
mer slump and this was reflected in 
the firm conditions which were ruling 
in the extract. 

Indigo.—The synthetic product was 
going out against contracts. Nothing 
in the market situation suggested any 
early change in the price structure.

Chemicals 


Alumina Chloride.—Fair shipments 
were going forward to the textile and 
dye trades on the basis of posted 
quotations. No change from the rul- 
ing price basis was reported from any 
direction. 

Antimony Salt.—The steady condi- 
tions which were ruling in the metal 


paved the way for a similar condition, 


in the salt. There were fair arrivals 
of regulus from China. Prices had not 
changed further. 

Potash, Bichromate.—Tiie retention 
by producers of the self same prices 
for 1930 as had ruled throughout the 
past year was believed would stimu- 
late greater activity in this item. In 
view of the increases which haye been 
taking place in production’ costs, 
freights on chrome ore having been 
raised another 6c. during the summer, 
while costs of sulphuric acid as well 
as general labor costs have been 
showing an upward tendency, the rul- 
ing price levels were regarded as be- 
ing decidedly attractive. Shipments 
were in about normal volume and 
there appeared to be nothing in sight 
to check the rather good account 
which this chemical has been giving 
of itself for months past. 

Soda Bichromate.—The action of 
producers in continuing the ruling con- 
tract prices for next years’ deliveries 
was favorably regarded in that it 
seemed likely that consuming interest 
would thereby be substantially stimu- 
lated. All things considered, the rul- 
ing levels were attractive when it was 
considered that chrome ore cost con- 
siderably more to import by reason of 
a recent increase of 6c. in the freight 
rate, while sulphuric acid had appre- 
ciated in cost as had general labor 
costs. 

Turkey Red Oil.—Producers of this 
oil were buyers of fair quantities. 
Manufacturing consumers were show- 
ing interest at the ruling price levels.

Annatto.—That a good volume of 
business can be looked forward to for 





Osage Orange.—This product was 
reported to be quite firm in keeping 
with the strength of fustic. It was 
being shipped out in fair quantities 
by the producers. 

Quercitron.—This product met a fair 
amount of consumer buying and was 
being firmly maintained in all trade 
quarters. 


Sizing Materials 


Albumen.—Arriving parcels of blood 
were rather substantial, it was re- 
ported, although there was no sugges- 
tion of any further weakening of the 
level of asked prices. Consumer demand 
as a whole appeared to be holding 
well up to recent totals. 

Dextrin.—The market has held to a 
steady basis since the recent upward 
revision in the amount of 10 points. 
Steady conditions were expected to 
continue in the raw material for a 
while as the crop was being brought 
in from various parts of the belt. 

Egg Yolk.— Upwards of 200,000 
pounds came in from the Far East 
last week. Supply and demand ap- 
peared to be fairly well balanced and 
there seemed slight prospect of any 
surplus, as Chinese factories were 
only turning out about what was re- 
quired. 

Starches.—A good demand has been 
evident ever since the recent rise of 
10 points. Manufacturing consumers 
were taking stocks in a fairly liberal 
manner, according to all accounts. 
There was room for an improvement 
in the confectionery lines, but this was 
expected shortly now that the season of 
active manufacturing was at hand. 

Tapioca Flour.—There were fairly 
liberal arrivals from Java. The gen- 
eral undertone of the market remained 
quite firm in keeping with a continued 
good consumer interest from the usual 
run of buyers. 


Tanning Materials 


Chestnut.—Extract makers had se- 
cured some rather substantial stocks in 
the course of their recent purchasing 
movement. Shipments were about nor- 
mal last week in consequence. 

Cutch.—Steady conditions ruled in 
the market last week. The producers 
adhered to previous prices, both in the 
case of the Borneo and Philippine Isl- 
ands extracts. 

Divi-Divi.—Prices receded about 50c. 
per ton last week and were established 
at $46 to $46.50 per ton. The tanners 
were going slow after some rather ex- 
tensive purchases. 

Gambier.—Stocks of all grades were 
limited. The common kinds had got- 
ten up to a basis of 6c. per pound in 
bags. Plantation grades as well as 
Singapore cubes were in small supply. 

Mangrove.— While distressed lots 
had recently changed hands at as low 
as $29 per ton, the fact was that not 
much was available last week under 
the previous basis of $31 to $32 per ton. 

Myrobalans. — Occasional arrivals 
from India in the face of not more 
than a routine demand had a depress- 
ing influence and the tone of the mar- 
ket weakened last week until offers 
could be had for $39.50 per ton for 
the Jis, and $26 to $27 per ton for the

Drugs—Fine Chemicals 


Menthol Higher on Decrease in Spot Stocks and 
Covering by Japanese Shorts—Salicin 


Scarce and Advancing 


Expansion in trading was reported 
in the market for drugs and fine 
chemicals last week. Demand had a 
broader aspect and the quantities of 
merchandise asked for were usually 
somewhat larger than had been the 
case for some time back. Prices were 
mainly firm with none but occasional 
shading under competition. 

Seasonal articles came in for a sub- 
stantial share of the total volume of 
sales. Such articles as codliver oil, 
quinine, acetylsalicylic acid, salicy- 
lates generally, antipyrine, ammonia 
chloride, camphor monobromate, guai- 
acol and creosote in all forms, and 
glycerin made an excellent record dur- 
ing the week under review. 

The position of glycerin continued 
to attract more attention than had 
been the rule during recent weeks. 
Demand for the article to be used in 
motor car radiators during the cold 
months accounted for a considerable 
portion of the pronounced betterment 
of the market. In addition the volume 
of such business sales to pharmaceu- 
tical as well as technical consumers 
were rather better than they had 
been. The market seemed to be very 
firm. 

Antipyrine was very scarce and to 
some extent quoted prices were nomi- 
nal. Deliveries were uniformly small, 
sellers restricting the quantity of ma- 
terial to be sold on individual orders. 


contracts has braced and expanded of 
late, and with production steadily in- 
creasing according to the schedule that 
calls for larger output with the ap- 
proach and passage of cold weather, 
the distillers view the market as being 
in especially firm position, with the 
tendency of prices being upward if 
anything. Competition was negligible. 
Very little alcohol appeared, or has 
appeared of late, on the open market, 
this indicating the soundness of the 
present market position of the article 
and the entire dissociation of its sale 
from speculation and the uncertainties 
of price manipulation. 

Aloin.—Demand was broad, continu- 
ous and generally up to normal, if not 
actually in excess of the usual move- 
ment. Prices were strong because of 
the cost of raw material remaining at 
record high levels. 

Amidopyrine.—A strong market pre- 
vailed, with demand said to be excel- 
lent and the available stock being not 
much more than permits ordinary de- 
mand to be met with a fair degree of 
promptness. 

Ammonia Salicylate.—Inquiries were 
somewhat less active and demands for 
prompt deliveries were less pressing. 
However, due to the firmness of pro- 
duction costs, prices for the manufac- 
tured article remained comparatively 
strong. 

Antipyrine.—The replacement mar- 
ket could not offer anywhere near suf-

The replacement cost was very firm. 
Demand was heavy and the quantities 
wanted for import were oftentimes 
larger than the local agents could 
place abroad. 

Demand for menthol on new orders 
was not brisk, but buyers holding 
contracts were disposed to ask, re- 
quest, implore, or demand that im- 
porters anticipate deliveries for them. 
This has depleted New York stocks 
and brought about an advance in 
price. Furthermore, arrivals from 
Japan are slow; shippers from that 
country who had sold short for, say, 
August-September shipment have. de- 
layed covering until the-last possible 
date owing to the declining ‘priees 
that had featured the Japanese mar- 
ket for some time. 

Codliver oil came in for a better 
movement with the arrival of season- 
able weather. Prices seemed to be 
very steady.

Chloral Hydrate.—Producers declared 
that the market was very steady at the 
recent advance. Cost of production 
might warrant an even higher rate for 
the article, but in the main it is desir- 
able to reduce as much as possible the 
chance for low-priced foreign mer- 
chandise again getting control of the 
spot market. 

Chloroform.—The actual needs of 
buyers were comparatively well taken 
care of by existing contracts. In addi- 
tion to such business was a very clear 
day-to-day call from smaller jobbers 
and distributors, especially of the U.S.P. 
article. 

Citrates.—A decrease in demand was 
noted in some directions. The call was 
for smaller quantities generally and 
this made the market considerably less 
active than it had been. However, the 
strength of raw material and the rather 
closely estimated manufacturing re- 
quirements tended to keep prices to a 
very firm position in most instances. 


Cocoa Butter.—Production was ample 
and showed a rather low cost because 
of the rather weak market prevailing 
for cocoa beans during recent weeks. 


Codeine.—Strength was evident in 
the market from all quarters. Demand 
has been good and has been stimulated 
by sales efforts of the principal pro- 
ducers of the article. Raw material 
was firm at high prices, but was with- 
out further expansion in strength dur- 
ing the past week. 


Codliver Oil.—Foreign factors in this 
article look for an improved demand 
to develop when cold weather shall 
assert its usual influence. The market 
was very firm in undertone in Norway 
and the recent advance in prices for 
Newfoundland oil was itself sufficient 
to confirm the stronger position steadily 
developing in that article. On _ spot, 
prices have been stabilized on a very 
firm basis for a long time past and 
sellers look for an even firmer position 
when demand shall increase with the 
arrival of winter. 


Corn Syrup.—All corn products re- 
mained very firm under fine demand 
and a comparatively high cost of pro- 
duction. The tendency as to prices for 
corn syrup was unquestionably upward. 


Epsom Salt.—Movement to buyers 
was larger and generally more active 
in a firmer market. Production was 
said to be about up to keeping de- 
liveries prompt on existing contracts. 
Prices were at least very steady, but 
most people called them firm. 


Ergotin.—A steady market but not 
active as to demand prevailed locally 
last week. Raw material has become 
somewhat firmer, but at the present 
time no sign of a probable advance has 
come to light. 

Eserine Salicylate. — Trading was 
cribbed, cabined and confined through- 
out the past week. Requirements of 
buyers were meager and supplies were 
ample, demand considered. 

Ether.—A routine, but well sized, de- 
mand prevailed on the spot. Movement 
was ahead of that a month ago and, 
according to some, in advance of that 
a year ago. Prices were mostly firm, 
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especially in view of the well supported 
position of raw material generally. 


Ethyl Chloride.—Call for prompt de- 
liveries was light, but contract move- 
ment was reported to be prompt on the 
basis of shipping instructions. Quota- 
tions were said to be very steady. 


Ethylmethy!l Ketone, — Production 
was small and not the least in excess 
of requirements. The latter, to be sure, 
have been comparatively small for 
some time past. Prices were stable 
and free from any unsettlement what- 
soever. 

Ethyleneglycol.—Early movement of 
production to jobbers has been good 
and reflective of intensive sales propa- 
ganda against the season when cold 
weather speeds the call for this article 
to be used in motor car radiators, 


Eucalyptol.—Seasonable demand has 
expanded and the market as a whole 
has gained in solidity and general firm- 
ness. Raw material has also been re- 
lieved of all signs of weakness. Prices 
were firm and, if anything, the tendency 
was upward. 

Formaldehyde.—A routine request in 
a rather quiet, possibly dull market 
was the rule. 

Glycerin.—Prices were firmer and 
the market as a whole was more 
active in most quarters.

Menthol.—Prices were 10c. higher at 
$4.60 to $4.75 per pound. The advance 
was due to the short stock in this 
market, a condition caused mainly by 
the tendency of buyers to demand 
sellers to anticipate deliveries on con- 
tracts. Japan was more active due 
to the operations of short sellers com- 
pelled to cover contracts. 


Mercurials.—Undertones were very 
firm. Demand has been very good of 
late and accounted for much of the 
current strength in the raw material. 
Stocks have been about equal to 
meeting consuming requirements with 
a degree of promptness that has 
eliminated any shortage in merchan- 
dise. 


Methanol.—A routine market was 
the rule. Demand for denaturing 
methanol was said to be excellent, 
paralleling the expanding call for 
anti-freeze alcohol and resulting in a 
steady gain in the movement to the 
buyers of denaturing grade methanol.

Paraformaldehyde.—U ndertomnes 
were somewhat steadier.

Pimento in Sharp Rise—Orange Petals Rather 


Scarce—Elder Flower Crop Much 
Reduced—Paprika Up 


Little pick up in trade was reported 
by dealers in botanical drugs during 
the past week. However, business was 
improved to some extent and the mar- 
ket seemed to have gained in strength 
despite the absence of a normal de- 
mand. The movement of stocks into 
consumption at the present time was 
declared to be subnormal save in spe- 
cial items. The experience i nthis re- 
spect is rather general here and is 
rather surprising to most of the deal- 
ers, whose normal experience in Octo- 
ber is one of excellent demand, expand- 
ing movement of supplies, and splendid 
inquiry generally. Prices remained 
generally steady. Changes were rather 
few in number and were not especially 
important or surprising save, possibly, 
in the instance of pimento, which ar- 
ticle staged a spectacular advance. 

The situation in pimento came to a 
head early in the week when cables 
from London reported severe rise in 
primary market prices due to the ex- 
ceptionally active cal! for supplies on 
behalf of European buyers. This situa- 
tion fitted in rather closely with the 
expectations that some had held when 


ers, and hence local dealers have taken 
a stronger view on prices. Demand 
was about fair. 

Canella.—The market has firmed up, 
following the recent recovery in spot 
prices. Demand has also been some- 
what improved during the past week. 

Cascara Sagrada.—The market on 
the Pacific Coast has been much on the 
tirm side of late, and reports last week 
found no change in the situation at the 
source of supply. Purchases made by 
the larger manufacturing consumers 
have reduced stocks now available for 
shipment. Spot quotations were very 
firm. 

Elim.—Good trade in selected bark of 
high quality was reported on the spot. 
Prices were firm to strong, and as the 
present stocks cannot be replaced 
easily or in large quantities, owing to 
the limited production this year, the 
market on a whole appeared last week 
to be set against manufacturing con- 
sumers. 

Sassafras.—Rather less demand for

Elder flowers 
were sharply higher, responding there- 
by to the virtual certainty of stocks 
being far smaller than many had ex- 
pected based on earlier reports from 
the European markets, 

All forms of paprika were firmer and 
extra fancy was higher. Demand was 
very good, especially for shipment par- 
cels. Mace was also in good request, 
with trading showing a material gain 
over that in recent weeks. Ginger was 
firm all along the line, and the move- 
ment of Jamaica into consumption was 
specially mentioned as a feature. 

Orange flowers were higher and due 
for rea] scarcity throughout the com- 
ing season, owing to the heavily dam- 
aged crop last winter.

Sharpest Cut in Years Named in Prices for West 
Indian Orange—White Camphor Rise 
Extended— Pimento Cut 


Weakness and price decline in the 
citrous oil market were features of 
prominence in the essential: oil trade 
on spot last week. Pimento also came 
in for a major reduction. Items of 


some strength included sandalwood, 
Java citronella, and white camphor, 
all of which brought more money 


throughout the period under review. 
Outside of these developments, the 
market had a rather steady undertone 
with prices more or less firmly main- 
tained. Demand was rather conserva- 
tive. 

Lemon and orange oils came in for 
downward revisions in the absence of 
almost all demand and because of 
plentiful stocks. The prices for both 
Californian and Messina oil were re- 
duced and conditions at the close of 
the period suggested the probability of 
the quotations then openly named be- 
ing always subject to further shading. 

Orange oil of all kinds and descrip- 
tions was weak. One of the sharpest 
cuts in years was made in the prices 
for West Indian material and the situ- 
ation in that article seemed to be even 


market shippers. Low test oil was 
still somewhat on the easy side. 

Bergamot.—-Business continued to be 
rather quiet. Demand was only for 
jobbing lots and the total of business 
done was comparatively small. Mini- 
mum prices were without further re- 
duction, but the tendency was to shade, 
Top quotations were 40c. lower at 
$4.10. 

Bois De Rose.—Routine request was 
the rule and the market was generally 
steady but quiet throughout the past 
week. Primary market quotations 
seemed be to rather firm. 

Cade.—The leading seller of this oil 
said the market was quiet but that 
the cost to replace present supplies 
would rather preclude any acceptance 
of bids by buyers in this market. The 
recent establishment of a higher mar- 
ket was well maintained. 

Camphor.— White oil was very scarce 
and the prices were 5c, higher in ad- 
dition to being strictly nominal at 40c. 
to 45c. per pound. Great difficulty was 
experienced in getting a pound for 
shipment as the primary market pro-

Pimento was cheap with demand do- 
ing little more than reach the market 
in jobbing and strictly hand-to-mouth 
form. Lavender and geranium oils 
were also easy in undertone and the 
tendency in price was downward. 


White camphor oil was almost un- 
obtainable and all quotations were 
nominal. They also were higher. 


Products derived from white camphor 
oil was uniformly strong with an ad- 
vancing tendency that was also due 
in part to the very excellent request 
that had been current for a number 
of weeks. 

Java citronella oil continued to ad- 
vance. The higher prices in the Far 
East kept the wide spread in sellers’ 
minimum price views still to the fore 
and therefore a feature of the market. 
Ceylon oil was stronger in sympathy 
with the situation in the product of 
Java. 

Sandalwood was very hard to ob- 
tain. Supplies were narrow and con- 
trol of the market rested entirely in 
the hands of resellers whose unsold 
stocks were very narrow. Quotations 
advanced and still higher levels were 
looked for. 

The outlook for wormseed oil was 
even less favorable than it had been 
of late. The crop was being cut when 
the hurricane hit the producing coun- 
try. Much of the wormseed that had 
been cut was deluged in the open fields 
by the heavy rains. The seeds were 
washed from the plants in great num- 
bers. Higher prices were looked for 
in view of this curtailment of ma- 
terial for producing oil as well as be- 
cause of the much smaller acreage to 
be cut this year.

Cedarleaf.——Demand was normal and 
in good volume. Prices were very firm 
in view of the absence of surplus 
stocks in the hands of the primary 
market producers. Stocks on spot 
were also conservative in size and not 
due for early increase. 

Cedarwood. — Request was very 
steady. Stocks were able to meet re- 
quirements reaching this market but 
the primary source of supply continued 
to be oversold and unable to accept 
new orders for prompt delivery oil.

Gums, Waxes, Shellac 


Sandarac Sold Heavily for Later Arrival—Local 
Trade in Japan Wax Liquidates Long 
Line of Spot Stocks 


. Gains in sales volume was reported 
in the market for gums and waxes 
last week. Arabic, carnauba, mastic, 
camphor and Sandarac came in 
for lively request and prices pointed 
upward. Stocks of these articles 
were small enough to encourage 
the view that quotations were likely 
to advance during the weeks imme- 
diately ahead should demand hold up 
well. Competition in the market as 
a whole was less of a factor than it 
had been of late. 

The position of arabic was one of 
great strength. Short supplies here 
and abroad plus excellent demand and 
a not much disposition to sell, con- 
tributed much to the strength of the 
entire situation. Lower prices were 
hardly expected to develop earlier than 
the arrival of new crop, which event 
is some months away. It was also ex- 
pected. that the lessened production 
this year would be a feature that 
would temper whatever of declining 
tendency might develop. 

Carnauba was sold liberally last 
week. A deal of business went to 
the Brazilian market and in most in- 
stances prices there seemed to be firm 
albeit there appeared to be plenty of 
Wax available. Spot stocks were be- 
lieved to be conservative and that fact 
gave a tinge of strength to a market 


ued excellence of demand generally. 
Reports from Japan indicated that the 
market there was not overstocked and 
that demand reaching that country 
has gained materially during recent 
weeks. Prices have advanced there 
and the tendency last week was 
toward further rise. 

Gamboge.—Undertones were very 
firm. The movement into consump- 
tion continued in excellent volume and 
resulted in prices being thoroughly 
maintained throughout the period. 
Stocks in the hands of the importers 
were no more than will be required 
to cover the needs of the trade during 
the balance of‘ the year. 

Mastic.—The market held strong at 
an advance to 63c. to 65c. per pound. 
Owing to the fact that replacements 
available for export from the primary 
market wi'l be considerably less than 
normal, the tendency all along the 
line has been to tighten up on prices 
and to go slow in accepting single 
orders involving large quantities of 
this gum. : 

Myrrh.—Gain in demand was noted 
and the market was firmer. Season- 
able requests were numerous and in- 
volved substantial quantities of gum. 
Prices were well maintained and com- 
petition was negligible. 

Olibanum.—The market was not par-

that had been noted for unsettlement 
during recent weeks. 

Mastic was under the influence of a 
sharp reduction in the new crop and 
the presence of an excellent demand; 
it appeared that the news of the re- 
duced production served to stimulate 
activity among buyers. Prices here 
were higher and the tendency was 
toward further rise. 

Sandarac was in fine request for 
shipment. Sales totailing 20 tons were 
reported by one importer, being gum 
for later arrival. The transactions re- 
sulted in a further advance in primary 
market quotations. Camphor moved 
in fine volume. Demand was highly 
seasonable and was stimulated con- 
siderably by the arrival of colder 
weather. Prices were strong on spot 
and in Japan, 

Japan wax sold freely on the spot. 
Liquidation of the rather long line 
of spot stocks was reported to have 
strengthened the market here ma- 
terially and to have put affairs here 
in line with the considerably stronger 
situation recently developed in the 
primary market.

Gums 


Aloe.—A strong market position con- 
tinued on the spot with stocks mod- 
erate in size and demand reported to 
be very good throughout the past 
week. Primary market advices would 
indicate that conditions are likely to 
remain strong here for some time to 
come owing to the curtailed output 
of most varieties of this gum. 

Arabic.—Quotations for powder were 
33e. to 35e. per pound, ‘being slightly 
higher and indicative of the shortage 
in gum generally in all markets. De- 
mand for sorts was reported to be 
very good ard the market was under- 
supplied. Sellers were disposed to re- 
strict the ovantities sold on each or- 
der, this being done to apportion the 
available supply to the end that all 
legitimate demands might be satisfied 
in part at least. 

Benzoin.—Movement into consump- 
tion was said to have improved coin- 
cident with the development of a de- 
mand nearer to the usual winter sea- 
son volume. Stocks were of moderate 
size and were generally held in strong 
hands, 

Camnkoar.—Demand was very brisk. 
Seasonable expansion in sales was re- 
ported and prices took on added 
strength as the result of the contin- 


ticularly active but the call was very 
steady throughout the week. Prices 
were firm and unchanged. 

Sandarac.—Sales amounting to 20 
tons of this article were made, the 
merchandise being sold for later arrival 
and causing an advance in the primary 
market replacement quotations. Spot 
prices were 68c. to 72c. per pound as 
to quantity. Importers felt that the 
low point for new crop prices has been 
passed and that in the nearby future 
substantially higher rates will have to 
be paid. 


Waxes 


Bees.—A rather quiet market was 
the rule in all quarters. Demand was 
no better than fair and stocks seemed 
to be exceedingly large. Prices were 
generally soft and subject to shading. 

Carnauba.—Business was reported to 
have been very good. Orders were 
more frequent and quantities taken 
were larger. Prices became somewhat 
firmer here and in Brazil. However, 
there seemed to be an ample stock of 
wax in the primary market. Unsold 
stocks on spot were reported to be 
moderate in size. Quotations for No. 2 
vellow were Ic. higher at 30c. to 3lc. 
per pound but those for No. 3 North 
Country were %c. lower at 23%c. to 
24c. 

Japan.—Sales of spot stocks have in- 
creased and a major liquidation of the 
supply recently held here has been ef- 
fected. The recent advance in primary 
market prices was maintained and, if 
anything, the market there, as well as 
on spot, was considerably firmer by the 
close of last week, 


Shellac 


Prices in London and Calcutta were 
slightly higher during the past week. 
On spot, no change was reported but 
the market seemed to be somewhat 
firmer. Reports of business of large 
size having been done were noted but 
confirmation was not obtained. It was 
estimated that transactions had totaled 
not more than 1,000 bags and that 500 
bags was probably nearer to the cor- 
rect amount. Cables from Calcutta re- 
ported the closing of that market from 
October 10 to October 15, due to holi- 
days. Numerous native and govern- 
ment holidays are scheduled for the 
weeks immediately ahead and the mar- 
ket at Calcutta will be closed quite 
often. However, sometimes the clos- 
ing is nominal; prices are still cabled 
to this market. On Thursday last 
week, one large importer announced 
suspension of quotations during the 
holiday period that began on that day.

ON A Motor 
Fuel Is Not Patentable 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7, 1929. 

The United States Court of Customs 
and Patent Appeals today upheld the 
United States Patent Office in reject- 
ing the application of Laurence F. Mag- 
ness for a patent on a motor fuel com- 
posed of gasoline, benzene, and toluene. 
This application had been a subject 
of much controversy in the patent of- 
fice for a number of years. 

The Magness principal claims were 
as follows: 

1.—A motor fuel composed of approxi- 
mately 50 percent of gasoline and 50 per- 
cent of distillates of the light oils of 
bituminous coal containing principally 
benzene and toluene, 

2-—A motor fuel composed of major 
quantities of gasoline and benzene and 
containing a minor quantity of toluene. 

3.—A motor fuel, the major portion of 
which is gasoline, containing a minor 


portion of benzene and. a still smaller 
quantity of toluene. 

A number of interferences were filed 
in the patent office, and the examiner 
found two earlier patents and two 
articles in European magazines which 
he declared disclosed the invention 
claimed by Mr. Magness. The court, 
in an opinion by Judge Lenroot, held 
that the only prior reference to a motor 
fuel comprising only gasoline, benzene, 
and toluene, was an article by Dr. Karl 
Dietrich-Helfenberg on “The Chemis- 
try of the Motor Fuels, Benzine and 
Benzene” in the ‘“Pharmazeutische 
Post,” published in Vienna in 1914. 
This article definitely described a mix- 
ture of gasoline and commercial ben- 
zene containing toluene, which is pre- 
cisely what is covered by the Magness 
claims. The original discovery was 
recommended as a_ winter gasoline 
only, but the court held that Mr. Mag- 
ness’s discovery that the mixture is 
useful in summer also does not entitle 
him to a patent on it. 

Attorneys for Mr. Magness chal- 
lenged the translation of the article, 
claiming that the author was not dis- 
cussing motor gasoline, but petroleum 
ether, a different product. This con- 
tention was overruled by the court, 
which held that there is no patentable 
novelty in the Magness claim, and that, 
therefore, the questions of the inter- 
ferences need not be considered. 


Oklahoma Oil Curtailment 
Approved by All Operators 


Oklahoma oil production was placed 
under conservation orders and all 
flush pools prorated at a general meet- 
ing of leading oil operators, held at 
Tulsa, October 8. The action, which 
must now be enforced by the Okla- 
homa Corporation Commission, was 
taken by unanimous vote. 

The resolutions, drawn up by the 
operators’ committee of five men, 
headed by C. C. Hernan, vice-presi- 
dent of the Skelly Oil Company, were 
accepted “as written” and called for 
a 20 percent curtailment in the Logan 
county, Greater Seminole, Allen Dome, 
Sasakwa, and Pearson-St. Louis areas 
until October 31; extension of the 
present ‘production during November 
in the Oklahoma City and East Earls- 
boro pools and a 20 percent proration 
during the month in the Logan county, 
Greater Seminole, Allen Dome, Sasa- 
kwa, and Pearson-St. Louis areas; 
and a 50 percent curtailment during 
December in the Oklahoma City and 
East Earlsboro pools, with a 25 per- 
cent curtailment in the other pools. 

About 125 oil operators were present 
at the meeting, representing twenty- 
two companies. E. B. Reeser, presi- 
dent of the American Petroleum In- 
stitute and also of the Barnsdall Cor- 
poration, was named chairman, and 
the resolutions were offered by G. S. 
Sidwell, a member of the committee. 
Speaking after the adoption of the 
curtailment plan, W. G. Skelly, an in- 
dependent producer, predicted that 
the meeting would be looked back to 
in future years as “the beginning of 
a new era in the oil industry.” 

Following approval of the plan, a 
committee of operators was named to 
prepare the conservation program in 
legal form and submit it to the cor- 
poration commission. Operators ex- 
pect the plan to be in effect and un- 
der enforcement by October 15. The 
committee is composed of the follow- 
ing:—Chairman, W. C. Franklin, vice- 
president of the Tidal Oil Company; 
Ray M. Collins, of the Echo Oil Com- 
pany, an umpire of the conservation 
program; Wirt Franklin, president of 
the Wirt Franklin Petroleum Corpora- 
tion of Oklahoma City and Ardmore; 
James A. Veasey, vice-president and 
chief of the legal staff of the Carter 
Oil Company, and Harry H. Smith, 
secretary of the Mid-Continent Oil and 
ias Association. 

A reduction of approximately 140,- 
000 barrels from the daily gauges is 
called for in the adopted conservation 
plan, and a maximum limit of 660,- 
000 barrels in production, in order that 
a more even balance may be main- 
tained between supply and demand. 
The State, according to estimates of 
operators, is capable of producing 
about 800,000 barrels of oil daily. Un- 
der the resolutions adopted the State 
corporation commission will be asked 
to issue and order holding the State’s 
daily average production to approxi- 
mately 660,000 barrels during the 
period, 


Argo Oil to Sell Shares 


Stockholders of the New Bradford 
Oil Company have authorized the pur- 
chase of approximately 80 percent of 
the outstanding stock of the Argo Oil 
Corporation at $3 a share. Cash is to

Linseed Oil

tial setback. At the close of the week 
erushers quoted 16.8c. per pound in 
ar lots, cooperage basis, and 15.5c. per 
pound in tank cars. 

The market was quiet throughout 
the week so far as new business was 
concerned. There was no falling otf 
in the movement into consumption on 
eontracts previously placed but buyers 
in the paint and linoleum industries 
were not disposed to enter the market 
for future requirements. 

The monthly government report was 
issued on Wednesday. It was better 
than expected, the figures showing a 
small increase instead of the re luction 
that some had looked for. According 
to the government the indicated crop 
of flaxseed in this country as of Octo- 
ber 1 was 16,600,000 bushels as com- 
pared with 16,388,000 bushels a month 
earlier. The crop last year was 18,- 
709,000 bushels. 

There was an increase in the demand 
for cash seed at the Northwest and 
at times the premium over futures 
showed a tendency to widen. A report 
from Buenos Aires stated that the 
area under flaxseed was 7,086,430 acres 
or about the same as last season. 
Showers were reported in Argentina. 


Minneapolis Linseed Oil 


MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 10, 1929. 


Although there has been some slowing 
down of the demand for linseed oil, yet 
the day to day inquiry is good and sales 
are being made steadily for October-April 
shipment. Crushers are not inclined te 
quote for shipment later than April on 
account of the uncertainty surrounding 
the Argentine crop. The domestic crop 
will probably be all gone by that time if 
oil continues to move out of here at any- 
where near the present rate. Shipping 
instructions are very good and to date 
mills have been running at full speed to 
take care of them. . There has been no 
opportunity to accumulate a reserve in 
tanks and there are enough shipping in- 
structions on file to keep the mills going 
for some time in the future. 

Inquiry for shipment next spring and 
summer is good but crushers are not will- 
ing to sell. suyers are not willing to 
pay prices that will allow of any diffi- 
culties the crushers may run into in case 
the Argentine crop goes blooie. It looks 
as though trade from now on would be 
for nearby to 60-day shipment. Crush- 
ers have more than a plenty of con- 
tracts open for October-April sh'pment. 

Quotations on cooperage car lots, f.o.b. 
Minneapolis, 16.3c. per pound; tankcar 
lots, 15.5c. per pound, and warehouse 
lots, 16.7c. per pound. Vegetable oil is 
scarce at the moment but is quoted nomi-

Japanese Seek Borneo Oil

Illinois Gasoline Tax 


Assailed in Two Suits 


SPRINGFIELD, Oct. 9, 1929.
